Despite  the  fact  that  present-day 
trade  associations  serve  their  indus¬ 
tries  admirably,  there  are  still  many  indi¬ 
viduals  who  seize  upon  any  pretext  for  not 
joining. 

One  of  these  excuses  is  met  neatly  by  the 
“Industry  Letter,”  issued  April  3  by  Print¬ 
ing  Industry  of  Pittsburgh,  Inc.  which 
states :  “There  are  always  some  business¬ 
men  who  take  the  attitude  that  trade  asso¬ 
ciations  are  operated  principally  for  the 
benefit  of  the  larger  members.  Such  an 
opinion  is  definitely  wrong.  In  fact,  with¬ 
out  the  trade  association,  concentration  of 
economic  power  in  the  hands  of  a  few  cor¬ 
porations  would  swallow  many  independent 
enterprises.  The  trade  association  supplies 
to  all  members  information  and  services  that 
otherwise  only  the  strongest  competitor 
could  afford  to  purchase,  and  thus  preserves 
the  public  interest  in  the  preservation  of 
sound  competition.  Above  all  the  trade 
association  is  a  system  of  eliminating  some 
destructive  features  of  our  competitive  econ¬ 
omy  without  reduction  of  its  benefits  for 
technical  progress  and  improvements  in  liv¬ 
ing  standards.” 

While  it  is  true  that  many  associations 
are  headed  by  men  who  are  identified  with 


big  business,  it  is  because  these  men 
desirous  of  doing  something  for  their  ind 
tries  generally,  and  because  their  own  bu 
nesses  are  so  well-functioning  that  th 
men  are  afforded  the  time  and  effort  nec 
sary  for  association  activity. 

Trade  associations  operate  on  democra 
principles.  The  small  member  has  as  much 
a  voice  in  formulating  policy  and  as  much 
a  right  to  work  toward  a  desired  objective; 
as  has  the  big  member. 

Trade  associations  are  managed  by  highly 
trained  and  capable  secretary-managers. 
These  men  are  as  much  concerned  with  the 
interests  of  the  smaller  members  as  they  are; 
with  those  of  the  larger. 

Trade  associations  afford  many  services 
each  of  which  alone,  if  obtained  from  a 
private  specializing  source,  would  run  into 
considerable  expense  to  the  small  member. 
The  information  made  available  by  the  large 
national  and  state  graphic  arts  associations 
to  members  on  legal,  cost-finding  and  train¬ 
ing  matters,  to  mention  but  a  few,  is  alone 
easily  w'orth  the  annual  membership  dues. 

Trade  associations  endeavor  to  help  the 
small  member  conduct  his  business  in  such 
a  manner  that  he  may  some  day,  if  he  so 
aspires,  be  a  big  member.

Never  one  to  vegetate,  Abe’s  enthu¬ 
siasms,  zest  for  life,  love  for  the  indus¬ 
try,  and  boundless  energy  drove  him  to 
work  and  to  create  even  at  times  when 
other  men  found  it  necessary  to  go  on 
vacation.  He  was  in  his  office  mornings 
always  before  others  of  his  organiza¬ 
tion  arrived ;  and  many  an  evening  took 
work  with  him  to  his  desk  at  home. 

His  career  was  a  very  colorful  one. 
He  lived  life  to  the  fullest,  and  experi¬ 
enced  much.  And  his  philosophy  of  life 
and  his  sense  of  humor  were  such  as  to 
cause  him  to  make  light  of  matters  that 
would  give  concern  and  annoyance  to 
others.  At  the  lunch-table,  in  the  club 
car,  in  the  convention  side-room,  or  in 
his  own  office,  he  would  entertain 
friends  and  listeners  with  amusing  and 
well-told  anecdotes  based  on  his  experi¬ 
ences  as  a  newsboy  on  the  old  excursion 
ship,  “The  Whaleback”  that  travelled 
between  Chicago  and  Milwaukee,  as  a 
deputy  sheriff,  as  a  ward  politician  of 
one  of  the  tough  wards  of  Chicago,  and 
as  a  printer  and  publisher.  He  was  full 
of  laugh-provoking  stories  and  bon 
mots.  About  5  feet  2  inches  in  height,  he 
attributed  his  stature  to  the  fact  that 
having  once  heard,  when  a  boy,  that 
smoking  stunted  one’s  growth,  he  there¬ 
after  never  smoked. 

A  member  of  many  fraternal  organ¬ 
izations,  Abe  gave  most  of  the  time  he 
had  available  for  organizations  to  those 
within  the  industry.  He  gave  much  at¬ 
tention  to  the  affairs  of  the  Craftsmen’s 
Clubs  until  the  war  came  along  and 
busied  him  with  his  duties  as  chairman 
of  Chicago’s  Selective  Draft  Appeal 
Board  No.  1.  He  was  the  founder  of 
the  Order  of  Pica,  which  later  became 
the  Printers  Suplymen’s  Guild  of  Chi¬ 
cago.  So  active  was  he  in  behalf  of 
this  organization,  and  so  highly  re¬ 
garded  by  all  its  members,  that  in  1947 
the  Guild  honored  him  with  a  testi¬ 
monial  dinner  which  was  attended  by 
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more  than  200  members  and  a  numbef 
of  men  noted  in  the  legal,  journalistic] 
and  war  veterans’  circles  in  Chicago. 

Abe  is  mourned  by  many  friends.) 
Always  congenial,  always  approachablei 
he  gave  generously  of  his  time,  his  ad? 
vice,  and  of  his  material  possessions  toi 
help  others  overcome  troubles.  Possessed 
of  a  keen  merchandising  sense,  he  ad-l 
vised  many  manufacturers  and  busi¬ 
nessmen  as  to  the  procedures  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  for  the  building  of  successfa| 
businesses.

And  most  of  the  telegram^ 
and  letters  that  have  been  coming  to 
the  members  of  his  family  and  to  his 
associates  employ  the  word  “shocked” 
and  point  out  that  the  industry  has  lost 
a  great  man. 

A  number  of  the  letters  are  so  beauti¬ 
fully  worded  and  so  tributeful  that  we 
have  been  tempted  to  publish  them  in 
this  issue  of  GAM  but  upon  reflection 
have  decided  not  to  do  so  for  fear  that 
lack  of  space  would  call  for  omission  of 
some  very  good  letter  or  word  from  a 
very  close  friend.  May  we  of  GAM  here 
take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
who  have  extended  sympathy  to  us,  and  ' 
to  assure  all  that  the  organization  is 
determined  to  carry  on  in  his  spirit.

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Printer  Conducts  Research 
in  Consumer  Market

T he  printer  who  does  market  research  can  greatly  help  the  customers'  I 
business,  and  also  his  own,  by  showing  where  advertising  is  needed.  I 


★  “The  printer  in  our  town  is  taking 
the  lead  in  consumer-market  research, 
and  he  is  finding  it  to  be  exceedingly 
profitable  to  his  business  as  well  as  the 
business  houses  which  are  directly 
benefitted  by  it.”  This  statement  by  a 
featured  speaker  before  a  retail  hard¬ 
ware  convention  instantly  attracted  the 
writer’s  attention.  The  speaker  had  just 
said  that  no  individual  retailer  could 
afford  the  cost  of  consumer-market  re¬ 
search,  and  that  it  could  be  done  eco¬ 
nomically  only  by  an  agency  serving, 
not  one,  but  many  retailers. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  printer  is  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  demand  for  printing  to 
be  used  as  promotional  advertising,  by 
direct  mail  or  across  the  counter.  In  the 
above  instance,  as  in  the  case  of  many 
small  town  printers,  there  was  a  week¬ 
ly,  or  semi-weekly,  newspaper  depend¬ 
ent  for  its  principal  revenue  upon  ad¬ 
vertising  from  local  merchants.  That  is 
how  deeply  involved  the  local  printer 
is  in  the  affairs  of  local  retailers. 

“Consumer-market  research  informs 
the  merchant  as  to  what  items  of  goods 
he  should  advertise  and  his  sales  pro¬ 
motion  is  a  hit-or-miss  proposition 
without  it,”  said  our  hardware  conven¬ 
tion  speaker,  as  he  prepared  to  tell  his 
listeners  how  it  works.  This  he  did  with 


a  series  of  charts  showing  the  results  oi 
a  research  program  carried  out,  in  thh 
case,  in  the  sales  territory  of  a  hard 
ware  store. 

Any  retail  merchant,  if  he  remaim 
in  business,  must  have  answers  to  thiw 
questions  from  his  prospective  custom¬ 
er:  Where  does  he  buy?  What  does  he 
buy?  Why  does  he  buy?  The  speakw 
illustrated  the  importance  of  consumer- 
research  by  the  story  of  the  owner  of  a 
very  successful  restaurant  who  spent 
her  time  finding  out  what  food  patrons 
left  on  their  plates.  If  they  didn’t  eat 
their  spinach,  fdr  example,  she  de¬ 
manded  of  the  chef  the  reason  why. 

Consumer-market  research  consists 
of  getting  answers  from  a  selected 
“cross-section”  of  the  population  of  a 
certain  area  either  by  personal  inta- 
views  or  by  mail.  Newspaper  “polls” 
with  which  we  are  familiar  are  exam¬ 
ples.  Mr.  Gallup  and  other  researck 
agencies  divide  the  population  into  fom 
classes  and,  regardless  of  the  numbei 
interviewed,  use  the  following  percen 
tages  of  the  four  classes:  Rich,  2%; 
upper  class,  14% ;  middle  class,  52^; 
and  poorer  class,  32%.  These  percen 
tages  are  accepted  regardless  of  tbe 
territorial  location.

It  is  instantly  obvious  that  such  a  tab¬ 
ulation  as  the  foregoing  reveals  that 
sales  promotion  and  advertising  are 
needed  in  behalf  of  all  items  showing 
a  low  percentage  of  sales,  or  possible 
sales,  through  the  hardware  stores.  It 
should  be  easy  for  the  printer  to  sell 
printed  advertising  or  ad  space  in  his 
newspaper  in  the  face  of  these  figures. 
Alarming  to  the  hardware  man  would 
be  the  low  percentage  of  possible  sales 
on  such  important  items  as  electric 
toasters;  electric  refrigerators,  kitchen 
sinks,  and  inlaid  linoleum.  His  profits 
on  all  the  padlocks  and  sandpaper  that 
he  could  sell  would  probably  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  profit  on  the  sale  of  one  refrig¬ 
erator. 

In  the  same  survey,  according  to  the 
speaker,  a  check  was  made  on  the  con¬ 
sumer’s  familiarity  with  “  brands.” 
Chart  No.  3  revealed  that  only  32.3% 
of  those  interviewed  knew  a  brand  of  . 
scissors  or  hacksaws.  (Incidentally 
50%  of  those  who  knew  a  brand  men¬ 
tioned  brands  offered  by  Sears-Roe-

recommended  by  them.  The  survey 


would,  of  course,  be  in  the  interest  of 
department,  furniture,  drug,  sporting 
goods  and  qther  stores,  and  not  a  sin¬ 
gle  type  of  store.  In  answer  to  the  ques¬ 
tion,  for  example;  where  would  you  go 
to  buy  an  electric  refrigerator?,  there 
would  be  a  percentage  breakdown  of 
the  97.8%  who  would  go  to  stores  other 
than  a  hardware  store.  A  certain  per¬ 


centage  would  go  to  a  department  stor^  ' 
to  a  regular  applicance  dealer,  etc. 

The  commercial  printer  who  pro¬ 
poses  to  do  any  amount  of  printed  ad< 
vertising  will  have  to  do  a  considerable 
amount  of  copywriting  or  at  least  aid 
the  customer  in  preparation  of  his  copy. 
Few  small  or  even  fairly  large  towns 
have  advertising  agencies.  Fqr  this  as¬ 
sistance  to  the  customer  the  printer  as 
a  copywriter  must  be  familiar  wiUi  the 
trade  trends  of  the  territory  the  adver¬ 
tising  is  to  cover.  Consumer-market  re¬ 
search  surveys  are  the  No.  1  method  of 
getting  information  about  these  trends. 

Even  the  average  small  print  shop  is 
prepared  to  do  mailing  on  a  sufficient 
scale  for  a  survey  by  mail.  Usually  the 
printer  has,  or  can  easily  get,  a  com¬ 
plete  mailing  list  for  the  job.  He  is  like¬ 
wise  as  competent  as  any  man  in  town 
to  classify  this  list  for  a  survey  and  to 
continue  to  revise  it  from  time  to  time. 

And  think  of  how  much  fun  it  would 
be  to  sneak  in  a  question  about  your 
own  business.  Not  where  do  you  go  to 
buy  electric  refrigerators,  but  where 
would  you  find  the  best  printing  in 
town?  Maybe  we  printers  need  the  un¬ 
doubted  benefits  of  consumer-market 
research. 

Let’s  give  it  a  try  for  the  other  fellow 
and  maybe  ourselves  too!

The  following  is  a  contribution  to  infor¬ 
mation  available  today  on  techniques  de¬ 
signed  to  prevent  offsetting.  It  does  not 
follow  that  by  publishing  the  article,  GAM 
necessarily  endnrs''s  all  of  the  viewpoints 
of  the  writer.  Readers  who  wish  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  any  discussion  on  "'offsetting*’  are 
invited  to  send  GAM  their  own  reactions. 

★  (The  history  of  the  printing  indus¬ 
try  conclusively  proves  that  offsetting 
has  been  the  cause  of  incalculable  ex¬ 
pense  and  innumerable  difficulties  with 
which  the  printer  and  lithographer  has 
been  battling  more  or  less  hopefully 
and  only  has  been  able  to  avoid  at  the 
expense  of  the  other  troubles  created 
by  the  expedients  employed.) 

Ever  since  man  invented  printing — 
a  process  involving  the  application  of 
a  wet,  viscous  substance,  impregnated 
with  pigment,  onto  one  sheet  after  an¬ 
other — the  problem  of  offset*  has  been 
a  thorn  in  the  side  of  everyone  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  production  of  printed 
matter. 

Early  pictorial  prints  indicate  that 
every  day  in  the  print  shop  was  “wash 
day”  inasmuch  as  they  show  printed 
sheets  hanging  around  the  plant  in 
various  stages  of  drying.  Another  way 

*  The  term  “offset  or  offsetting”  in  this 
article  refers  to  the  transfer  or  smudging 
of  the  printed  surface  of  one  sheet  to  the 
back  of  the  next  sheet  delivering  thereon, 
and  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  reference 
to  the  lithographic  process. 


of  drying  was  to  “lay”  out  the  printed! 
sheets  separately,  but  this  method  re-  j 
quired  and  consumed  large  areas  «{ \ 
space.  Racking,  (another  method  oi 
drying  and  still  in  use) — a  boon  tot^ 
lumber  industry  but  a  headache  to  the 
printer — apparently  evolved  from  the 
need  to  conserve  space,  and  was  used 
until  some  bright  mind  thought  up  the 
simple  expedient  of  placing  a  sheet  of 
papier  between  reproductions.  These 
pieces  of  paper  became  known  as  slip- 
sheets,  which  could  be,  and  were,  usd 
again  and  again.  This  solved  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  piling  but  did  not  prevent  “stick¬ 
ing” — another  plague  that  besieged  the 
printer.  Many  a  pile  of  otherwise  heao- 
tifully  printed  matter  became  a  solid 
mass  of  bonded  stock — the  printer  be¬ 
coming  “stuck”  with  the  entire  loss. 
The  manual  dexterity  of  the  slip-sheet- 
er  governed  the  number  of  printed 
pieces  produced  and  gives  an  idea  of 
the  speed  of  production.  Tn  that'  era, 
when  all  presses  were  fed  hy  hani 
press  speeds  were  but  a  fraction  of 
what  they  are  today  and  so  slip-sheet¬ 
ing  could  be  utilized  as  a  means  of 
helping  to  solve  the  offset  problea 
But  with  the  increase  in  the  speed  of 
presses,  automatic  feeding,  extension 
pile  deliveries,  and  in  many  cases  close 
working  quarters  surrounding  the  de¬ 
livery  end  of  the  modern-day  press,

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slip-sheeting  became  impractical  and 
now  is  almost  obsolete.  Also,  years  ago, 
in  an  endeavor  to  prevent  offset  it  was 
common  practice  to  sacrifice  color 
when  a  heavy  form  or  multicolor  work 
was  being  printed,  with  the  result  that 
the  finished  job  was  flat  looking  and 
usually  found  unsatisfactory  by  the 
customer. 

As  manufacturers  stepped  up  the 
speed  of  printing  presses,  new  formulas' 
for  printing  inks  as  well  as  new  ideas 
in  paper  stock  appeared.  Inks  which 
dry  instantaneously  came  into  being, 
but,  unfortunately  for  the  average 
printer,  these  inks  require  special 
equipment,  involving  heavy  capital  ex¬ 
penditures.  In  addition,  these  inks  are 
restricted  to  work  that  passes  through 
the  press  only  once  and  are  limited  in 
use.  But  with  this  progress  in  ink  and 
paper  appeared  another  vexation  — 
“picking” — as  smooth  finish  or  “slick” 
coatings  for  halftone  work  came  along. 
It  was  not  unusual,  after  printing  a 
large  solid  area  on  a  coated  sheet  that 
looked  beautiful  while  wet,  to  find  it 
had  developed  a  case  of  “white  mea¬ 
sles”  due  to  “picking”  while  in  the  pile 
drying.  So,  until  such  time  as  modern 
research  develops  inks  for  use  on  pre¬ 
vailing  letterpress  and  lithographic 
equipment  that  set  instantaneously,  off¬ 
set  and  the  troubles  resulting  there¬ 
from,  particularly  “sticking”  and 
“picking,”  will  continue  to  harass  the 
printer. 

Static  electricity  created  another  off¬ 
set  problem.  As  everyone  knows,  static 
electricity  causes  sheets  to  cling  to¬ 
gether  as  though  they  were  glued,  and 
work  that  under  ordinary  conditions 
would  not  offset,  did  that  very  thing 
because  of  being  so  charged.  Fortunate¬ 
ly,  this  condition  rarely  occurs  today 
thanks  to  the  use  on  the  printing  press 
of  heaters  or  neutralizers,  which  re¬ 
move  the  static  electricity  and  permit 
the  sheets  to  deliver  easily  and  jog 
freely. 

There  are  many  variables  connected

with  presswork  over  which  the  press¬ 
man  has  no  control,  and  any  of  these, 
if  not  attuned  to  the  others,  may  cause 
offset:  improper  make-ready,  too  much 
impression  or  ink,  improper  trapping, 
incompatibility  of  ink  to  the  paper 
stock.  If,  when  all  factors  entering  into 
proper  press  adjustment  and  mak^ 
ready  have  been  taken  care  of  with  the 
utmost  precision,  there  is  still  evidence 
of  offset,  usually  it  will  be  found  to  be 
due  to  the  application  of  more  ink  than 
the  paper  can  absorb  readily.  The 
harder  the  surface  of  the  paper  the 
greater  the  possibility  of  offset.  This 
condition  is  particularly  true  where 
overlapping  colors  are  printed,  as  the 
absorbent  properties  of  the  sheet  prac¬ 
tically  have  been  exhausted  by  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  first  impression.  Also, 
because  the  ink  has  not  sufficiently  set, 
the  weight  of  following  sheets  will 
cause  them  to  stick  together,  which  in 
turn  creates  offsetting. 

With  the  use  of  gloss  inks  and  syn¬ 
thetic  varnishes,  possessing  more  tack 
than  the  conventional  linseed  oil  var¬ 
nish,  danger  of  offsetting  also  is  in¬ 
creased.  In  short,  unless  a  surface  set  is 
obtained  immediately  the  weight  of  the

sheets  in  the  pile  will  exert  enough 
pressure  on  the  unset  sheet  to  cause 
sticking,  picking,  and  offsetting.  So, 
you  can  readily  understand  how  this 
trouble  will  be  multiplied  when  heavy 
paper  or  board  is  printed,  and  this  is 
particularly  true  of  any  paper  stock 
that  lacks  porosity. 

The  problem  of  offsetting  is  more 
noticeable' and  prevalent  in  the  letter- 
press  plant  than  in  the  lithographic 
plant  because  a  heavier  film  of  ink  is 
applied  in  letterpress  printing.  How¬ 
ever,  the  lithographer,  operating  his 
presses  at  considerably  higher  speeds, 
also  has  to  contend  with  this  problem, 
particularly  when  gloss  inks,  heavy 
forms  and  multicolor  work  are  being 
lithographed  on  coated  and  hard-fin¬ 
ished  papers. 

It  does  not  necessarily  follow,  of 
course,  that  every  job  printed  or  litho¬ 
graphed  will  offset.  To  the  contrary. 
Innumerable  jobs  on  varied  stocks  are 
run  successfully  without  showing  the 
slightest  trace  of  offset.  The  average 
run  of  work  on  papers  that  have  good 
absorption  or  porosity,  made  up  of 
light  forms  and  reading  matter,  some 
halftone,  and  not  too  heavy  solids, 
should  and  can  be  run  by  either  letter- 
press  printer  or  lithographer  without 
any  difficulty  whatsoever. 

With  the  increase  in  press  speeds, 
new  ink  formulas  and  new  paper  stocks, 
with  the  increasing  use  of  color  in 
printing  and  lithographing  necessitat¬ 
ing  multi-impressions  as  well  as  fre¬ 
quent  use  of  reverse  plates  and  heavy 
solids,  more  and  more  it  becomes  neces¬ 
sary  to  develop  methods  that  would 
completely  prevent  offsetting.  So,  with 
the  need  to  get  something  that  would 
cover  large  areas  with  a  protective 
film  or  act  as  a  barrier  between  two 
printed  sheets  of  paper,  two  new  meth¬ 
ods  of  preventing  offset  made  their  ap¬ 
pearance.  One  was  the  paraffin  or  wax 
spray;  the  other  the  liquid  non-offset 
spray.  These  methods  are  still  being 
used  today  with  modifications. 


The  paraffin  or  wax  spray  can  bt|  I 
used  only  on  work  that  passes  once  I  ■ 
through  the  press,  or  may  be  used  on* 
the  last  color  of  a  multicolor  job,  be-  I 
cause  inks  have  no  affinity  for  paraffin 
and  consequently  will  not  lay  on  i 
paraffin-sprayed  surface.  Using  paraffin  I 
also  creates  other  difficulties.  The  en¬ 
tire  press  becomes  coated  with  the  var 
and  deposits  of  paraffin  on  the  floor  ^ 
makes  footing  extremely  hazardous.  I 
Also,  there  is  the  added  danger  from  I 
fire.  In  order  to  keep  the  wax  in  a 
melted  condition  it  is  heated  by  elec- 
trie  heating  coils,  but  if  it  becomes  I 
overheated  or  reaches  a  flash  point  will  I 
ignite  and  burn,  sometimes  creating  I 
serious  damage  and  property  loss.  Any  t 
plant  using  this  method  knows  of  these  I 
difficulties  and  hazards,  as  well  as 
high  cost  of  paraffin  spraying  per  thou¬ 
sand  sheets.  Furthermore,  paraffin  by  ' 
no  means  beautifies  the  finished  job. 
On  the  contrary,  the  rough,  waxy  sur¬ 
face  produced  is  not  pleasant,  either 
to  see  or  touch.  r 

The  liquid  non-offset  spray  is  by  far  I 
in  greater  use  than  the  paraffin  spray, 
the  ratio  being  400  or  500  to  1.  Consist-  ? 
ing  of  approximately  10  to  12%  dry 
powder  and  88  to  90%  liquids,  thk  j 
method  of  offset  prevention  is  sprayed  ^ 
from  an  elevation  considerably  above  t 
the  sheet  at  the  delivery  end  of  the 
press.  The  solids  in  this  “mix”  usually 
consist  of  powdered  starches  or  gums, 
while  the  liquids  may  be  water,  alco¬ 
hol,  and,  at  times  some  sort  of  preserva¬ 
tive.  The  only  reason  liquids  are  used 
is  because  the  equipment  utilized  in 
this  method  of  preventing  offset  is  an 
adaptation  of  the  conventional  paint 
spray  gun  and  will  not  accommodate 
anything  that  is  not  fluid.  The  liquid 
acts  as  a  vehicle  to  carry  the  powder 
upon  which  the  desired  result  depends. 
This  mix  is  sprayed  at  a  pressure  vary¬ 
ing  from  20  to  35  pounds,  the  high  pres¬ 
sure  being  necessary  to  vaporize  the 
liquid  carrier  and  causing  it  to  evapo-:

if  The  lowly  paper  napkin  takes  on  new 
and  added  signiScance  when  a  name  is 
printed  on  it. 

The  printed  paper  napkin  business 
consists  of  two  main  lines;  the  first,  ^ 
carrying  personalized  names  of  indi* 
viduals,  and  the  second,  carrying  names 
of  hotels,  bars,  restaurants,  colleges, 
night  clubs,  and  summer  resorts. 

First,  a  word  about  tbe  paper  nap* 
kins  themselves.  For  printing,  these 
should  be  preferably  of  sixteen-pound 
stock.  If  the  napkins  are  to  be  person* 
alized,  they  should  have  scalloped  edges 
because  straight-edged  napkins  do  not 
have  sales-appeal.  Experience  shows 
that  the  white  napkins  are  the  best  sell¬ 
ers  and  many  small  printers  carry  only 
the  white  luncheon  napkins  in  stock. 
Luncheons  sell  better  than  cocktails. 
Luncheons  are  approximately  IS^xlS" 
and  cocktails  approximately 
When-monogrammed,  prices  for  lunch¬ 
eon  and  cocktails  are  the  same,  but  the 
cost  of  cocktail  napkins  should  always 
be  lower  because  of  their  size. 

When  buying  white  napkins,  make 
sure  that  the  napkin  is  very  white  and 
not  gray.  The  boxed  napkins  that  are 
purchased  in  a  grocery  store  are,  of 
course,  too  cheap  to  be  used.  They  are 


gray  and  lack  the  body  of  a  monogram* 
ming  napkin  since  they  are  made  from 
twelve-pound  stock.  White  napkins 
used  for  monogramming  are  usually 
special-bleached. 

Dark  colored  napkins  such  as  a  solid 
dark  blue,  solid  dark  red,  etc.,  can  be 
made  of  crepe  paper  only.  The  supply  of 
crepe  paper  is  very  limited  and  the  cost 
of  such  napkins  is  very  high. 

Persanalized  Napkins 

The  business  of  selling  personalized 
napkins  is  extremely  profitable.  The 
secret  of  success  in  this  business  is  to 
sell,  sell,  sell.  Prices  of  printed  napkins 
for  homes,  parties,  etc.  are  approxi¬ 
mately  as  follows:  ^  for  $1.25, 100  for 
$1.75,  200  for  $3.00,  etc. 

These  prices  should  enable  the  print¬ 
er  to  give  40  per  cent  commission  to 
department  stores,  retail  outlets,  sta¬ 
tionery  stores  and  selling  agents.  The 
firms  that  are  most  successful  in  this 
business  make  up  printed  cardboard 
displays  showing  samples  of  type  styles 
and  colors  of  napkins  available.  These 
displays  are  given  to  gift  shops,  station¬ 
ery  stores,  and  department  stores.  Such 
groups  as  church  organizations,  chari-

table  societies,  etc.  usually  have  one  or 
two  members  who  are  anxious  to  sell 
these  items  and  to  donate  their  commis¬ 
sion  to  these  institutions.  They  take  or¬ 
ders  from  customers  and  from  members 
attending  meetings,  from  friends,  and 
then  mail  the  orders  to  the  personalizer. 
He  monograms  the  napkins  as  ordered 
and  mails  them  out.  The  usual  commis¬ 
sion  for  this  is  40  per  cent. 

The  largest  firm  of  this  type  in  New 
York  City  employs  about  15  to  20  men 
steadily.  Most  of  its  business  comes 
from  women  wh5  work  for  religious  or¬ 
ganizations,  charities,  orphan  asylums, 
old  age  homes,  etc.  Department  stores, 
of  course,  do  a  volume  business,  espe¬ 
cially  around  Christmas  time  when  they 
may  take  in  as  much  as  $250  a  day  on 
napkins  alone. 

Most  personalizing  firms  also  imprint 
matches.  Matches  must  be  printed  on  a 
gold-stamping  machine.  The  matches 
should  be  purchased  directly  from  the 
manufacturers  of  matches.  Minimum  or¬ 
der  is  one  case  of  one  color.  One  case 
contains  50  caddies,  each  containing  50 
books  of  matches  (blank). 

Type  of  Equipment  Used 

Napkins  can  be  printed  on  small 
hand  presses,  automatic  presses  or  on 
gold-stamping  machines.  The  largest 
firm  in  New  York  City  uses  nothing  but 
small  Kelsey  presses.  Most  of  the  other 
firms,  however,  use  gold-stamping  ma¬ 
chines.  The  advantages  of  using  stamp¬ 
ing  machines  are  obvious.  It  is  very 
easy  to  change  foil  colors  on  a  gold¬ 
stamping  machine.  However,  this  proc¬ 
ess  is  much  slower  than  on  a  printing 
press.  But  most  people  will  agree  that 
gold-stamping  machines  give  a  cleaner 
and  better  impression.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  room  here  for  personal  opinions 
and  taste  as  regards  equipment. 

Personalized  matches,  however,  can¬ 
not  be  printed  but  must  be  gold- 
stamped.  For  printers  in  small  towns 
we  suggest  the  purchase  of  a  gold¬ 


stamping  machine  for  printing  niatcwl 
napkins,  guest  towels,  coasters,  etcTSl 
cidentalJy,  this  machine  can  be 
for  imprinting  all  kinds  of  leatlujl 
items,  wallets,  pencil-cases,  addm 
books,  book-marks,  key  cases,  book, 
covers,  etc.)  j 

The  business  of  printed  napkins  lot 
bars,  hotels,  restaurants  and  polkj. 
cal  campaigns  is  wide  open.  The  terri¬ 
tory  is  unlimited  and  there  are  thoa- 
sands  of  potential  customers.  Any  priat. 
er,  by  reading  these  comments  and  in-  ; 
structions  carefully,  can  work  up  an  ex- 
tremely  profitable  and  dependable  btui- 
ness.  All  big  hotels  and  restaurants  lue 
napkins  with  their  names  printed  os 
them.  They  use  large  quantities  of  thm 
and  buy  them  at  low  prices.  These 
printed  napkins  are  bought  directly 
from  the  paper  mills  and  the  paper 
mills  print  these  up  at  the  same  time 
that  the  napkins  are  being  cut  and 
folded.  They  are,  therefore,  very  cheap, 
but  the  minimum  order  is  for  50,000 
napkins. 

There  are  thousands  of  bars,  hotels, 
restaurants,  clubs,  fraternities,  etc.  that 
would  never  dream  of  ordering  50  thw-  | 
sand  printed  napkins.  They  would,  hov- 1 
ever,  be  eager  to  purchase  quality  print- 1 
ing  in  lots  of  one  thousand,  three  thoo-  ■ 
sand  and  five  thousand. 

The  way  to  reach  this  trade  is  by  i 
sending  these  prospects  one  printed 
sample  napkin  showing  what  you  can 
do.  Print  on  the  napkin  the  colors  avail¬ 
able,  the  prices  and  the  sample  of  some 
bar’s  name  such  as  “The  Lighthouse  ^

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Unusual  Results  from 
Postal  Card  Ads 

by  HAROLD  MELVILLE  PEER 


A  printer  believes  in  advertising  for  his  customer; 
he  also  believes  in  it  for  his  printing  firm;  so  he 
sends  out  3,000  cards  with  his  ad  on  them;  result — 
$1,000  in  immediate  business.  W as  his  belief  correct? 


'k  Printing  firms  with  so  many  means 
of  reproduction  at  their  command  often 
fail  to  see  the  advantage’of  advertising, 
although  a  goodly  portion  of  their  busi¬ 
ness  is  often  the  production  of  advertis¬ 
ing  material. 

In  Birmingham,  Alabama,  the  Swal- 
ley  Printing  Co.,  located  at  1628  Third 
Ave.,  North,  has  a  sales  manager,  James 
Yates,  who  not  only  believes  in  adver¬ 
tising  enough  to  be  a  good  salesman  of 
it  but  also  believes  that  his  own  firm 
ought  to  use  the  same  thing  to  build  up 
business.  He  recently  began  to  use  a 
new  form  of  advertising,  insofar  as  his 
firm  is  concerned,  with  unusual  results. 
It  is  the  one  cent  government  postal 
card.  One  example  will  be  sufficient  to 
show  what  was  used  and  what  the  re¬ 
sults  were. 

A  layout  for  a  government  postal 
card  was  made  up  showing  a  much-dis¬ 
tressed  typist  at  her  machine.  The  catch 
Kne  “Lady  In  Distress*’  was  done  in  red 
ink  at  the  top  of  the  card  and  alongside 
the  cut  of  the  distressed  typist.  It  was 
all  about  statements.  The  office  was 


out  of  them.  Not  an  unusual  situation  in 
many  offices  as  every  printer  knows. 

A  list  of  3,000  names  was  made  up 
from  the  telephone  book  and  from  the 
record  books  of  the  Swalley  firm.  Some 
of  the  names  were  of  customers  and 
others  were  of  prospects.  It  was  esti* 
mated  that  the  job  cost,  in  addition  to 
the  $30.00  for  the  postal  cards,  a  total 
of  $14.00  to  print  the  3,000  cards. 

The  results  obtained  from  this  mail¬ 
ing  consisted  of  eight  orders  for  state¬ 
ments,  that  totaled  over  $150.00,  and  a 
booklet  job  that  ran  to  better  than 
$800.00.  Thus  almost  $1,000.00  of  busi¬ 
ness  was  produced  by  that  investment 
of  $44.00  in  postal  card  advertising. 
This  does  not,  of  course,  take  into  con¬ 
sideration.  any  repeat  business  that 
might  come  from  the  nine  orders  re¬ 
ceived.  Neither  does  it  take. into  con¬ 
sideration  business  that  the  postal  cards 
might  produce  and  that  might  come  in 
some  time  after  they  were  sent  out.  The 
almost  thousand  dollars  of  business  was 
produced  immediately  after  the  mailing 
of  the  cards.

•L.  H.  LANE  COMPANY,  221  High  St., 
Boston  10,  Mass.,  recently  produced  a  very 
attractive  folder  to  sell  printing  buyers  on 
the  idea  of  using  direct  mail  to  tell  prospec* 
tive  buyers  about  their  products,  and  in  that 
way  save  salesmen’s  time.  The  typography 
is  excellent,  and  the  use  of  colpr  and  illus* 
tration  shows  that  this  printer  knows  how 
to  convey  a  message  with  a  printed  piece. 

•PHEASANT  PRESS,  Greenlawn,  L.  I., 
is  consistently  good  at  helping  printing 
buyers  in  their  advertising,  its  current 
blotter  contains  20  stock  cuts  available  to 
those  ordering  printing.  No  doubt,  many 
printing  buyers  get  ideas  from  looking  over 
these  cuts — ideas  which  they  can  use  in  their 
printed  matter. 

•SPAHR  PRINTING  COMPANY,  28  E. 
Main  St.,  Osborn,  O.,  reproduces  a  rather 
complicated  business  card  on  _its  blotter. 
Then  the  company  quotes  from  the  buyer 
of  this  card  as  follows There  was  a 
lot  of  copy,  but  through  the  selection  of  a 
suitable  type  face  and  careful  display  Spahrs 
have  produced  a  card  which  pleases  me  very 
much.”  Other  printing  buyers  with  a  com¬ 
plicated  typographical  job  could  not  help 
but  be  impressed  by  this  type  of  approach. 

•PRINTING  ARTS  PRESS,  Box  431, 
Mt.  Vernon,  O.,  uses  a  folder  to  urge  pros¬ 
pects  to  “go  after  more  business.”  Good 
copy  used  in  this  folder.  An  example : 
“  .  .  .  .  it’s  going  to  be  tough  for  anyone 
who  expects  business  to  drift  in  over  the 
transom  or  telephone.  Whether  you  offer 
old  or  new  models,  a  service  for  men  or 
women,  a  helicopter  or  carrot  flakes,  you’ll 
need  smart,  persistent,  and  plentiful  adver¬ 
tising  to  sell  it  for  you.”  A  good  job  of  sug¬ 
gesting  that  more  printed  advertising  is 
needed  in  today’s  competitive  market. 

•THE  CONTINENTAL  PRESS.  315  N. 
2nd  St.,  Philadelphia  6,  Pa.,  sends  out  a 
sample  of  what  it  calls  “Conti-Print” — a 
printed  piece  which  looks  like  an  actual 
photograph.  This  gives  the  printing  buyer 
an  idea  for  a  new  method  of  reproduction 
and  is  helpful  for  printing  planners. 


•DRESSELL  PRINTERS,  326  E.  9  Mile 
Rd..  Royal  Oak.  Mich.,  send  out  a  gummed 
laDcl  snowing  tncir  cnaiigc  ot  aauresa.  flui 
gummed  label  can  be  pasted  on  the  piinti^ 
buyer’s  telephone  book.  This  saves  the  buy. 
er’s  time  when  he  wants  to  get  in  touch  wift 
Dressell,  and  avoids  having  to  dial  the  old 
number  and  have  the  operator  refer  him  to 
Information  for  the  new  number.  Much 
better  than  simply  sending  an  announcement 
of  a  new  address  and  telephone  number 
which  usually  gets  lost  in  the  shuffle. 

We  want  to  correct  an  impression,  and, 
by  doing  so,  save  Howard  M.  White,  211 
High  Ave.,  Cleveland,  O.,  from  embarras*. 
ment.  In  a  past  issue  of  this  department,  vt 
made  the  mistake  of  saying  that  Mr.  White 
publishes  his  little  house  organ  every  month. 
That  is  not  true.  While  he  has  published 
this  house  organ  consistently  for  20  years, 
it  does  not  come  out  each  month.  Mr.  White 
wanted  me  to  print  this  note  because  he  b 
exchanging  advertising  with  several  other 
printers,  and  he  feels  that  they  might  get 
the  idea  that  he  isn’t  doing  his  part. 

While  I  am  correcting  impressions,  1 
should  like  to  say,  again,  that  I  cannot  give 
personal  reviews  of  advertising  sent  to  me 
by  printers  who  want  a  reply  by  mail.  My 
efforts  are  confined  to  choosing  that  adver¬ 
tising  which  illustrates  a  point,  which  might 
be  of  use  to  other  printers,  and  giving  it 
publicity  through  these  columns. 

Letter  to  Mr.  Reed 

★  Enclosed  are  a  few  more  of  the  blotters 
we  have  been  mailing  at  approximately 
three-week  intervals  since  last  August. 
While  recent  mailings  have  not  shown  the 
defmite,  traceable  results  the  first  few 
rnailings  did,  our  business  has  enjoyed  a 
nice  steady  growth  and  with  no  other  ad¬ 
vertising  and  no  personal  solicitations,  the 
blotters  must  be  given  credit  for  the  in¬ 
crease. 

We  have  used  both  first  and  third  class 
mail  in  the  distribution  of  our  blotters  and 
can  see  but  little  difference  in  the  results 
if,  indeed,  there  is  any. 

Will  be  interested  in  your  comment  on 
the  enclosed  through  your  department  in 
The  Graphic  Arts  Monthly  which  is  always 
the  first  thing  we  turn  to. 

Incidentally,  my  collection  of  printers' 
(and  printing)  advertising  blotters  is  now 
well  past  the  4,700  mark.

Knifewiper  Problem 

QCan  you  tell  me  what  to  do  to 
make  my  knifewiper  more  ejji- 
dent.  I  have  tried  all  of  the  tricks  you 
gave  us  but  still  have  a  shaving  like  tin 
foil  that  gets  between  the  knives  and 
comes  out  on  top  of  the  slugs.  It  is 
almost  impossible  to  brush  this  shaving 
from  the  type  especially  after  the  type 
has  been  proofed.

A  You  may  have  tried  all  of  the 
knifewiper  tricks,  but  may  I  re¬ 
mind  you  of  the  work  we  covered  on 
the  adjustment  of  the  left-hand  trim¬ 
ming  knife.  The  slug  you  submitted 
shows  that  the  left-hand  knife  trims  too 
much.  1  could  have  guessed  it  had  you 
not  sent  the  slug.  Set  the  left-hand 
knife  for  a  kiss  trim — ^just  let  it  remove 
the  overhang  at  the  top  of  the  slug  and 
your  trouble  will  disappear. 

Porous  Slugs 

QMy  trouble  on  a  model  14,  No. 

•  31335,  is  porous  slugs.  Am  getting 
good,  solid  slugs  on  model  8,  No.  45187, 
so  am  sure  it  is  not  faulty  metal. 

Have  cleaned  jet  holes  with  No.  52 
drill,  revented  vents  until  get  abotu 
3-4  in.  sprue,  plunger  and  well  cleaned, 
well  holes  opened,  there  is  no  bubbling 
around  plunger  when  cast  made,  cam 
has  had. quick-stroke  shoe  attached.

A  Yours  is  an  age-old  probleni. 
^  >  Sometimes  the  remedy  is  a  simple  1 
one.  At  other  times  the  fast  operator  it 
harrassed  by  porous  slugs  in  spite  of  al¬ 
most  anything  that  can  be  done  except 
to  use  a  mold  cooling  system. 

Since  you  have  checked  most  of  the 
more  common  causes  of  porous  slugs, 
we  shall  cite  a  few  of  the  more  serious 
troubles  that  present  themselves  from 
time  to  time,  together  with  common 
troubles  you  missed. 

First,  check  the  lock-up.  You  may  be 
losing  compression  because  of  a  poor 
lock-up. 

Second,  have  the  metal  analyzed. 
Surely,  we  should  start  with  good  metal. 
Analysis  of  a  quarter  pound  of  trim¬ 
mings  costs  nothing. 

Third,  the  stroke  of  the  plunger  is  im¬ 
portant.  It  should  have  a  long  stroke, 
but  should  not  go  to  the  bottom  of  the 
well.  You  may  find  an  adjustable  vent 
in  the  bottom  of  the  plunger. 

Give  the  well  an  extra  scraping. 
There  may  be  a  dross  ring.  Put  a  small 
piece  of  beef  tallow  under  the  plunger 
and  cast  some  blanks.  Put  a  half  tea¬ 
spoon  full  of  graphite  in  the  well.  The 
plunger  should  start  down  with  an 
abrupt  stroke,  dwell  when  a  half  to  two- 
thirds  down  and  move  on  down  until

In  a  recent  meeting  of  commerciA^ 
printers  that  /  attended  /  heard  of  some 
pretty  complicated  situations  that  have 
come  up  through  the  procedure  I  men¬ 
tion.  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  situa¬ 
tion,  and  how  would  you  suggest  han¬ 
dling  this  type  of  problem?

A  I  can  readily  understand  how  a 
procedure  such  as  you  suggeat 
might  develop  into  quite  a  difficult  and 
complicated  situation.  However,  it  ii 
my  opinion  that  if  you  handle  the  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  following  manner,  every¬ 
thing  will  work  out  satisfactorily.  I  feel 
that  the  results  will  prove  helpful  to 
you  and  to  your  customers. 

The  way  I  would  go  about  handling 
this  situation  is  this.  I  would  take  both 
customers  out  to  lunch  and  inform 
them  that  you  intend  to  purchase  some 
new  type  faces  so  you  can  serve  them 
better.  Take  the  material  along  to  the 
luncheon,  or  have  them  come  back  to 
your  place  of  business  and  generally 
tell  them  your  whole  plans.  Basically, 
explain  the  cost  this  outlay  will  mean 
to  you  and  what  faces  you  think  you 
would  like  to  get.  Then,  let  your  cu^ 
tomers  make  their  selections,  and  if 
they  agree  together  on  the  faces  they 
would  want  out  of  the  basic  ones  you

You  would  be 
using  only  certain  type  faces  for  the 
one  customer,  and  certain  ones  for  the 
other  thus  eliminating  the  possibility 
of  running  into  shortages  of  characters. 

Correcting  a  Mistake 

OfTe  recently  printed  a  job  for  a 
m  customer  that  gives  us  about  one 
small  job  per  month.  It  was  a  postal 
card  job  giving  details  of  a  special  of¬ 
fer  to  be  held  on  a  Saturday  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  February  date.  We  printed  and  de¬ 
livered  the  job  and  the  customer  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  printed  date^  Saturday, 
February  20,  did  not  fall  on  a  Satur¬ 
day.  He  called  us  and  told  us  about  the 
mistake,  intimated  it  was  our  error,  and 
expected  us  to  do  the  job  over  for 
nothing.  We  checked  the  copy  and 
found  we  had  followed  the  copy.  What 
would  you  suggest  doing  in  a  case  like 
this?

A  I  would  say,  print  the  job  over 
•  and  do  not  charge  the  customer. 
You  are  wrong  even  though  the  copy 
was  wrong.  I  base  my  opinion  on  an 
old  unwritten  law  which  is,  “Always

Shell  Cast  Variations  -fl 

QWe  print  on  a  flat-bed  toeb  per- 
•  feeling  press,  recently  installed 
by  a  factory  machinist.  Our  presstoork 
is  as  near  perfect  as  a  fast  fiat-bed 
ordinarily  produces  so  long  as  our  type 
forms  are  made  up  without  stereotypes, 
as  evidenced  by  six  pages  of  county 
legals  recently  run.  But  we  use  from 
50  to  100  stereotype  castings  in  every 
issue  of  our  regular  paper — chiej^y 
advertising  cuts — and  have  no  end  of 
trouble  with  them. 

Our  casting  box  is  from  a  well-known 
manufacturer.  W e  make  shell  casts  and 
mount  them  on  new  material  from  an 
Elrod  with  double-coated  Scotch  tissue 
tape. 

The  micrometer  shows  that  in  this 
week^s  paper  all  our  linecasting  ma¬ 
chine  slugs  were  a  near  perfect  0319 
height,  but  our  mounted  shell  casts 
ranged  from  0.920  to  0.934.  This  total 
difference  between  highs  and  lows  of  ' 
0.015,  we  believe,  accounts  for  unsatis¬ 
factory  press  work. 

This  week  we  gave  special  attention 
to  the  casting  box.  Every  man  in  the 
mechanical  department  studied  tht 
printed  instructions  on  how  to  use  tht 
box.  Every  care  was  exercised  to  gel 
exact  shell  casts.  Yet  our  variation  knu

Neighboring  newspapers  with  flat- 
beds  tell  us  the  only  answer  is  type- 
high  casting — whose  disadvantages' m 
many.  One  supply  house  tells  us  the 
!  answer  is  a  several  thousand  dolla 
shaver — which  is  not  practicable  for  a 
plant  of  this  size.

•  to  your  problem.  It  appears  eri. 
dent  that  no  one  can  predetermine  tl^ 
height  of  the  cast  result  in  flat  casting.  1 
This  is  true  whether  the  casting  ig  | 
shell  high  or  type  high.  The  thickness 
of  the  mats  cast,  amount  of  tension  ap. 
plied  in  locking  the  casting  box,  the 
possibility  that  the  casting  box  gauges 
press  into  the  paper  backing  board,  or 
do  not  press  into  the  backing  board 
with  amount  in  either  case,  and  to  some 
extent  the  metal  shrinkage  are  con¬ 
siderations  involved. 

The  cast  results  described  in  your 
letter,  heights  from  .920"  to  .934",  are 
typical  conditions  of  flat  casting. 

Every  publisher  makes  a  choice  of 
either  using  the  stereotype  flat  casts  as 
you  are  doing  in  various  thicknesses,  or 
intentionally  cast  all  plates  low,  build¬ 
ing  them  up  to  the  desired  thickness 
with  underlays,  or  shave  the  flat  casts  to 
the  uniform  height  determined. 

The  manufacturer  of  your  casting 
box  will  furnish  you  with  gauges  that 
produce  flat  casts  approximately  .915" 
average,  or  from  .906"  to  .921".  Since 
you  mount  the  shells  with  double  coat¬ 
ed -sided  tape,  this  plan  has  objections 
in  mounting  both  the  underlay  and  cut.

Screen  Distance 

F.  P.y  Mexico  Cityt  asks  whether 

•  a  change  in  screen  distance  will 
cause  a  change  in  the  size  of  the  half- 
tone  negative? 

It  does  not  ordinarily  affect  the 

•  size  of  the  halftone  image,  but  it 
causes  the  dots  of  the  image  to  fall  in 
a  slightly  different  position.  Because  of 
this  situation,  the  screen  distance 
should  not  be  changed  between  the 
various  halftone  negatives  comprising  a 
set  of  color  separations.  The  slight  dis¬ 
placement  of  the  dots  may  cause  differ¬ 
ences  in  the  color  values  of  the  repro¬ 
duction,  principally  because  the  dots 
will  not  print  in  exactly  proper  posi¬ 
tion  to  produce  the  required  color  ef¬ 
fects. 

Cold  (Top)  Enamel 

QE.  P.y  Chicago^  wants  a  formula 
m  for  making  up  this  popular  photo¬ 
mechanical  sensitizer. 

Because  of  the  number  of  similar 
•  requests  lately  received,  we  re¬ 
print  the  formula  given  in  this  column 
in  the  February,  1936  issue  (p.  58)  of 
The  Graphic  Arts  Monthly.  The  for¬ 
mula  has  been  widely  quoted  and  has 
given  good  results  in  various  parts  of 
the  world.  An  enameled  (graniteware) 
cooking  pot  should  be  at  hand,  the  pot 
of  a  capacity  double  that  of  the  final 
quantity  of  enamel.

dissolved  ammonium  carbonate  u 
added,  foUowed  immediately  by  the 
remainder  of  the  shellac,  which  is  slow* 
ly  added  while  constantly  stirring  the 
mass. 

G>ok  the  mixture  for  IS  to  20  min¬ 
utes,  stirring  occasionally,  and  then  set 
aside  to  cool.  Next  add  5  ounces  of  con¬ 
centrated  ammonia,  stirring  constantly 
during  the  addition,  after  which  the 
following  sensitizer  is  added  to  the 
mixture: 

Cool  water  8  ounces 

Ammonium  bichromate  360  grains 
Stir  constantly  while  adding  the  bi¬ 
chromate  solution,  then  set  aside  for 
24  hours  before  filtration  and  use.  Fil- 
tering  can  be  done  with  cheesecloth,  or 
preferably,  canton  flannel. 

Although  orange  shellac  is  the  usual 
vehicle,  crude  lac  is  preferred  by  some 
workers  on  the  contention  that  it  pro¬ 
vides  a  better  photoresist  for  etching. 
White  (bleached)  shellac  had  best  be 
avoided — it  is  orange  shellac  which  has 
been  bleached  with  sodium  hypochlo¬ 
rite,  the  traces  of  which  may  set  up  an 
unfavorable  chemical  reaction  in  the 
solution  and  cause  formation  of  pin¬ 
holes  in  the  developed  cold  enamel 
print. 

Collodion  Stripping 

QF.  R.y  Fort  Worth,  queries  as  to 
m  the  constituency  of  the  solutions 
dispensing  with  rubber  coatings  in 
stripping  collodion  negatives. 

A  The  essential  difference  is  the 
•  solvent  used  for  dissolving  the 
pyroxylin  or  basic  constituent  of  strip¬ 
ping  collodion.  The  ether-alcohol  mix¬ 
ture  ordinarily  employed  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  would  attack  and  destroy  the  col¬ 
lodion  image,  for  which  reason  an  in¬ 
sulating  film  of  rubber  is  first  applied 
to  the  negative  before  application  of 
stripping  collodion.  With  modern  solu¬ 
tions  iNeg'O'Lac,  Strip)  the  ether-al¬ 
cohol  combination  is  replaced  with  a

Collodion  Emulsion 


QL.  W.t  Glasgow,  inquires  as  to  the 
•  difference  between  regular  and 
the  new  type  of  **dry”  emulsion  em¬ 
ployed  in  process  galleries? 

A  Concerning  the  emulsion  itself, 

•  the  regular  type  contains  an  ex* 
cess  of  alcohol  to  prevent  rapid  drying 
while  modem  “dry”  emulsions  contain 
an  excess  of  ether  to  hasten  drying  and 
promote  evenly-coated  films.  But  the 
difference  does  not  stop  here:  regular 
emulsions  usually  are  color  sensitized 
by  adding  the  dye  solution  directly  to 
the  emulsion  before  coating  the  plate, 
whereas  with  the  modem  type,  gly* 
cerated  solutions  of  sensitizing  dyes 
are  flowed  over  the  film  of  plain  (  color 
blind)  emulsion  on  the  plate,  the  gly¬ 
cerin  tending  to  keep  the  emulsion  sur- 
'  face  from  drying  out  in  hot  weather  and 
during  the  lengthy  exposures  some¬ 
times  required  from  direct  halftone  sep¬ 
aration  negatives.

Or  if  you  prefer  a  less  violes 
and  a  slower  acting  treatment,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  can  be  used:  Add  about  an 
ounce  of  sulfuric  acid  to  a  quart  of 
water;  when  cool,  add  an  ounce  of  am 
monium  bichromate.  This  makes  a  veq 
effective  general  glassware  cleaner.  Tht 
solution  can  be  kept  in  a  large  crock; 
and  any  glassware  to  be  cleaned  may 
be  immersed  in  it  for  an  overnight  ^ 
riod.

How¬ 
ever,  you  may  have  overlooked  one 
thing ;  the  roller  socket  itself. 

These  sockets  might  be  worn.  It  ap* 
pears  they  are  set  right  when  the  roU* 
ers  are  touching  the  vibrators  and  the 
ink  plate.  This  also  is  true  when  the 
rollers  are  touching  the  form,  except 
when  they  are  passing  over  the  gutten 
in  the  form.  At  this  time,  a  skidding  or 
wiping  motion  is  produced,  due  to  worn 
roller  sockets.

Impressions  from  Silk 

QHow  many  impressions  can  one 
•  expect  to  get  from  a  good  piece  of 
silk?

A  Practically  unlimited  numbers.It 
•  depends  entirely  on  the  care  of  the 
operator.  However,  not  to  evade  the 
question  and  to  be  more  specific,  I 
would  say  that  as  many  as  100,000  im¬ 
pressions  would  certainly  not  be  too 
many  to  expect  from  a  good  grade  of 
taffeta  silk.  In  some  shops,  the  same 
screen  is  used  not  only  for  large  runs 
of  one  particular  design  but  also  for 
numerous  other  jobs.  The  resilient  na¬ 
ture  of  silk  is  such  that  it  will  withstand 
a  lot  of  wear  and  many  wash-ups.  The 
usefulness  of  the  silk  is  in  no  way  im¬ 
paired  or  diminished,  regardless  of  the 
number  of  printings. 

Tempera  Paints 

OWhat  success  has  been  obtained 
m  with  tempera  water  colors  as  a 
medium  for  silk  screen  printing?  Water 
colors  of  the  kind  used  for  poster  work 
seem  to  be  brighter  and  fresher  looking 
than  oil  colors,  and  I  am  wondering 
whether  it  would  pay  to  experiment 
with  tempera  silk  screen  prints.

A  The  use  of  tempera  paints  as  a 
#1.  medium  for  silk  screen  printing 
has  long  been  recognized,  but  thus  far 
it  has  not  been  found  to  be  a  good  sub¬ 
stitute  for  standard  oil  paints.  This  is 
due  to  a  number  of  reasons.  Tempera 
paints  are  not  nearly  as  opaque  as  oil 
paints.  They  have  a  tendency  to  crack 
and  contract  the  surface  upon  which 
they  are  applied,  causing  difficulty  in

Machines  Skip 


Q  Every  time  ive  use  red  ink  on 
•  numbering  work,  we  encounter 
trouble  with  our  numbering  machines. 
These  skip  and  they  give  us  no  end  of 
trouble.  Can  you  explain  this?

A  Why  red?  Any  ink,  regardless 
of  color,  will  play  havoc  mih 
numbering  machines  if  the  ink  is  too 
liquid  or  soft.  If  soft  ink  has  been  used, 
then  the  numbering  machines  should 
be  watched.  They  should  be  given  a 
little  extra  attention ;  and  when  the  ma¬ 
chines  begin  to  misbehave  they  should 
be  washed  out  with  a  mild  numbering 
machine  solution  in  order  to  dissolve 
the  accumulated  ink  between  wheels 
and  other  vital  parts  of  machine. 


Solution  Harms  Machines 


QWe  placed  all  of  our  machines  in 
•  some  concentrated  solution  to  dis¬ 
solve  and  clean  the  dirt  and  ink  from 
them.  After  some  days  we  took  them 
out  of  the  far  that  contained  the  solu¬ 
tion  and  found  that  the  entire  liquid 
content  had  evaporated,  and  all  eight 
of  our  machines  would  not  work,  as  the 
parts  were  now  immovable,  and  figures 
on  wheels  showed  pitted  marks.

will  tend  to  crack  frame  at  the  point  of 
least  resistance.  This  occurs  only  on 
certain  makes  of  machines  where  the 
frame  construction  is  not  solid  at  the 
base.  The  reason  why  machines  with 
cracked  frames  will  not  function  is  be¬ 
cause  the  pressure  of  quoins  onto  the 
side  of  frame  produces  an  inward  bend 
against  the  wheels.  This  causes  a 
tightening-up  of  the  entire  mechanism,

Folding  Box  Requirements 

QG.  G.,  Dallas,  Texas,  unites. 

m  **What  factors  must  be  taken  in¬ 
to  consideration  in  the  design  of  o 
folding  box?  What  are  the  requirt- 
ments  of  a  successful  folding  box?** 

A  The  primary  function  of  a  folding 
•  box  is  to  protect  the  product  from 
the  time  it  is  packaged  until  it  ends 
up  in  the  hands  of  the  ultimate  con¬ 
sumer.  Therefore,  the  designer  of  the 
folding  box  must  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  transportation  problem,  die 
handling  problem  through  wholesale 
and  retail  channels,  and  the  possibility 
of  continuous  handling  by  the  con¬ 
sumer,  especially  if  it  is  a  product  dis¬ 
pensed  through  the  package  over  a 
long  period  of  time. 

The  folding  box  must  be  of  such 
practical  character  that  it  is  readily 
adaptable  to  large  scale  production  and 
economical  manufacture.  Therefore,  the 
folding  box  should  be  comparatively 
simple  in  design  and  construction. 

The  folding  box  must  be  adaptable  to 
handling  and  display  by  practical  re¬ 
tailers.  Since  display  space  in  a  retail 
store  is  at  a  premium,  the  box  must  be 
sufficiently  attractive  to  command  that 
space. 

The  folding  box  must  attract  the 
customer’s  attention  through  the  use 
of  compelling  colors  and  striking  de¬ 
signs.  Selling  power  must  be  built  in¬ 
to  the  box.  It  must  attract  the  eye. 
Then  it  must  convert  this  attention  in¬ 
to  determination  to  purchase. 

The  folding  box  must  give  proper 
direction  for  the  use  of  the  product.

Printing  Folding  Boxboard 

QWhat  are  the  methods  generdlj 
•  employed  in  printing  paperbomi 
boxes? 

A,  T.  R.f  Omaha,  Aeir. 

A  There  are  two  methods  common- 
■  ly  employed  in  printing  foldini 
boxboard: 

1.  Letterpress  printing.  In  this  pro¬ 
cess,  the  paperboard  comes  into  direct 
contact  and  receives  its  impression 
from  the  printing  surface.  The  plate  has 
raised  portions  which,  when  touched 
to  paperboard  with  pressure,  leaves  the 
desired  impression. 

2.  Lithographic  printing.  In  this 
process,  the  lithographic  plate  comes 
in  contact  with  a  series  of  water  rolls 
which  entirely  moisten  its  surface,  ex¬ 
cept  where  the  designs  appear.  The 
plate  is  next  inked  by  the  ink  roll  which  j 
applies  ink  to  its  design  portions  hut 
not  to  its  moistened  parts.  The  plate 
prints  on  a  rubber  blanketed  cylindei 
which  in  turn  reproduces  the  image  on 
the  paperboard  with  which  it  comes 
into  contact.

Con¬ 
sidering  it  easier  to  change  one  figure 
than  two,  1  cast  the  lines  as  follows: 
10,  20,  30,  40,  50,  60,  70,  80,  90;  12, 
22,  32,  42,  52,  62,  72,  82,  92;  that  is, 
I  change  the  outside  figure,  from  1 — 9 
for  each  of  the  five  even  numbers,  0,  2, 
4,  6,  8.  Above  100  it  isn’t  so  easy,  but 
you  still  can  get  by  with  changing  one 
figure  although  you  do  have  to  handle 
two  figures,  thus:  100,  liO,  120,  130, 
140,  150,  160,  170,  180,  190;  and  so  on, 
the  final  group  being  108-198  (I  don’t 
remember  ever  going  beyond  200 
pages) . 

In  centering  lines,  1  do  as  all  opera¬ 
tor  do — first,  several  groups  of  quads 
and  spacebands,  then  the  wording,

-rate  so  that  nothing  but  the  powdered 
solids  are  deposited  on  the  printed 
sheet.  Unfortunately,  considerably  less 
than  50%  of  the  material  sprayed  by 
this  method  actually  reaches  the 
printed  sheet,  the  remainder  floating 
throughout  the  entire  plant. 

The  liquid  non-offset  method  of 
spraying  does  help  to  prevent  offset, 
but  it  also  covers  and  coats  all  the 
equipment  in  the  plant,  seeps  into  oil 
holes  and  bearings,  motors  and  elec¬ 
trical  equipment,  gripper  mechanisms, 
and  has  been  known  to  seep  into  offices 
and  equipment  far  removed!  Also,  it  is 
a  cause  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  the 
personnel  employed,  particularly  press¬ 
men  and  operators,  who  must  stand  at 
the  delivery  end  of  the  press  to  watch 
color  and  register.  Because  the  spray 
head  is  located  above  the  operator’s 
head  and  is  operating  while  he  is  in¬ 
specting  his  work,  the  operator  finds 
himself  also  being  sprayed.  It  is  true 
that  most  liquid  non-offset  spray  mixes 
are  non-toxic  and  non-injurious  to 
health,  nevertheless  it  is  no  pleasant 
experience  to  be  continually  inhaling 
what  amounts  to  an  adhesive  mixture.

the  lug  on  the  pump  lever  misses  the  pot 
cap  by  about  a  half  inch. 

Fourth.  Since  you  say  that  the  first 
slugs  cast  are  solid,  I  am  inclined  to 
feel  that  the  pump  lever  roller  and 
pump  cam  have  worn  suflBciently  to  al¬ 
low  the  plunger  to  rest  so  low  in  the 
well  that  it  blocks  off  the  port  holes. 
With  the  plunger  in  position,  insert  the 
pot  well  hook  in  a  port  hole.  If  it  strikes 
the  plunger,  put  on  an  over-size  pump 
lever  cam  roll  to  raise  the  plunger 
slightly. 

After  putting  on  the  over-size  cam 
roll,  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
pump  stop  bracket  slightly  to  prevent  a 
little  shot  of  metal  in  the  mold  when 
loose  lines  are  sent  in  and  the  pot  is 
full. 

Fifth,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the 
metal  pot  on  your  old  machine  has  been 
allowed  to  run  low  many  times  over  a 
long  period.  If  so,  the  throat  may  be 
partly  filled  with  dross.  This  is  more 
likely  if  the  metal  has  not  been  kept  in 
good  condition.  It  may  be  necessary  to 
remove  the  mouthpiece  and  ream  out 
the  throat.  Use  a  screw  loosening  tool, 
penetrating  oil,  and  a  perfect  fitting 
screwdriver,  and  after  the  mouthpiece 
has  been  removed,  use  an  official  line¬ 
casting  machine  dross  saw. 

Sixth.  I  would  guess  that  a  machine 
as  old  as  yours  might  very  likely  be 


getting  to  where  it  needed  a  well  reain^ 
ing  job  and  an  over-size  plunger  fitted 
This  job  should  be  done  by  one 
equipped  with  a  special  jig  and  reamer. 
Or  you  probably  can  exchange  your 
crucible  for  one  that  has  been  reworked 
by  a  reliable  concern. 

A  metal  feeder  will  no  doubt  help  to 
produce  better  slugs.

almost  as  durable  as  cloth.  It  is  inex¬ 
pensive  and  easy  to  print  on.  It  has  the 
added  advantage  of  being  washable 
and  pressable. 

(2)  In  regard  to  the  type  of  paint  I 
would  suggest  the  use  of  a  quick-drying 
lacquer  or  a  textile  paint.  Either  of 
these  will  give  flexible  results  where 
the  print  and  the  material  on  which  it 
is  printed  have  similar  texture  and  pli¬ 
ability.  Ordinary  silk  screen  paints  dry 
crusty  and  would  not  allow  for  easy 
folding. 

With  the  proper  paint  it  is  possible 
to  do  a  multi-color  job,  say  four  or  five 
colors  in  one  uninterrupted  operation. 
It  requires  getting  all  the  stencils  ready, 
lining  them  up  in  sequence,  and  pass¬ 
ing  the  tissue  from  one  table  to  another 
to  receive  the  respective  addition  to 
the  total  design. 

Those  accustomed  to  working  with 
slow-drying  paints  under  normal  speed 
may  think  of  this  set-up  as  incredible, 
but  I  have  seen  a  five-color  job  printed 
in  just  this  way.  .This  rapid  succession 
printing  represents  a  saving  in  time  and 
labor  and  also  assures  better  register. 
Ordinarily,  when  paint  dries  it  has  a 
tendency  to  contract  the  surface  and

so  that  plunger  No.  and  wheels  will  not 
turn  freely,  or  may  not  turn  at  all.  I 
have  seen  numerous  machines  soldered 
at  the  point  where  the  crack  occurred, 
with  rough  and  uneven  results  after 
soldering,  and  in  most  cases  the  frame 
was  tilted  inward,  and  remained  in  this 
position  after  the  work  of  solidifying 
the  crack  together  was  done.  This  slip¬ 
shod  method  of  repairing  creates  added 
grief.  The  only  logical  thing  to  do  is  to 
have  the  frame  replaced  with  a  good 
one.

as  described  above,  or  direct,  in  which 
case  the  printing  plate  contacts  the  pa¬ 
perboard  and  places  the  image  upon  it. 

Rotogravure  is  also  employed  to  a 
limited  extent  for  printing  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  folding  boxes  from  the  web. 
The  image  is  etched  into  the  metal, 
forming  “wells”  below  the  surface  of 
the  roll.  Ink,  which  is  deposited  over 
the  entire  plate,  not  only  fills  the 
“wells”  but  leaves  a  film  over  the  por¬ 
tions  of  the  plate  which  have  no  im¬ 
age.  This  film  is  removed  by  an  oscil¬ 
lating  doctor  blade  pressing  against 
the  revolving  cylinder.  A  roller  forces 
the  moving  web  against  the  gravure 


cylinder,  transferring  the  ink  from  tin 
etched  design  onto  the  paperboard.

He  does  nothing- 
but  nothing — but  printed  napkins  ia 
quantities  of  one  thousand  to  five  thoB- 
sand  for  bars,  hotels,  summer  resorts, 
and  political  campaigns,  etc.  If  yoo 
mail  out  one  thousand  samples  and  get 
five  orders  of  five  thousand  napkins 
each,  you  will  have  a  substantial  and 
thriving  business. 

This  is  a  huge  country  and  such  busi¬ 
ness  as  this  is  needed  in  every  area.  A 
little  effort  will  bring  telling  results.

your  present  method,  as  unsatisfactory 
as  it  IS,  or  to  provide  a  shaver.  As  you 
mention,  most  of  the  flat  shaving  equip¬ 
ment  is  expensive.  However,  you  can 
purchase  rather  cheaply  a  rougher 
that  will  do  a  fine  job  of  shaving  flat 
plates.

Ask  the  One  Who  Knows 

★  A  number  of  workers  will  tell  you  em¬ 
phatically  that  you  will  never  find  any  rings 
on  their  fingers  while  they  are  on  the  job. 

For  example,  a  folding  department  opera¬ 
tor  relates  that  about  nine  years  ago  when 
he  was  shutting  off  the  feeder  rod  of  the 
folding  machine,  his  ring  caught  on  a  screw 
and  tore  into  his  flesh  so  badly  that  he  ex¬ 
perienced  the  sensation  of  losing  a  finger. 
“Thank  goodness,  I  didn’t  lose  my  finger, 
but  I  have  taken  no  chances  with  rings  from 
that  time  on.” 

Still  another  folding  machine  operator 
learned  his  lesson  more  than  eighteen  years 
ago.  While  he  was  pulling  a  signature  out 
of  the  folding  machine,  his  ring  caught  on 
part  of  the  machine.  He  has  never  forgotten 
the  close  call  he  had.  “In  fact,’’  he  said, 
“I  had  to  look  twice  to  make  sure  I  still  had 
my  finger,  the  pain  was  so  great.’’ 

The  experience  of  a  bindery  trucker  shows 
that  wearing  jewelry  at  any  type  of  indus¬ 
trial  work  is  not  good  practice.  He  was 
carrying  a  bundle  and  was  wearing  a  ring 
on  his  finger.  He  brushed  against  another 
bundle  with  such  force  that  the  ring  flat¬ 
tened,  and  he  had  a  very  difficult  time  re¬ 


moving  it.  His  advice  is,  “Leave  your  rin^ 
at  home  if  you  are  going  to  work  in  a  nhw  ^ 
at  all.” 

A  girl  working  on  an  automatic  stitcher 
rested  her  hand  on  the  part  of  the  machine 
known  as  the  saddle.  The  machine  was  in 
motion,  and  a  chain  with  pins  in  it  at  bter- 
vals  moved  along  as  the  machine  operate! 
When  one  of  these  pins  reached  the  point 
where  the  girl’s  hand  was  resting,  it  caught 
her  wedding  band  and  caused  such  severe 
lacerations  that  her  finger  was  stiff  for  at 
least  two  years  afterwards.  The  injury 
marred  the  finger  and  made  it  look  very 
ugly.

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Are  You  Safety-Conscious 

★  Are  YOU  safety -conscious  ?  That  is  the 
question  employees  at  the  Courier-Journal 
Louisville  Times  are  being  asked  via  jumbo- 
size  posters. 

Being  fully  aware  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  employee  to  suggest  corrections  where 
safety  hazards  exist,  the  company  has  de¬ 
veloped  a  Safety  Suggestion  System  to  en¬ 
courage  and  stimulate  safety-consciousness 
by  acknowledging  and  rewarding  financially 
outstanding  suggestions  by  its  employees  for 
the  elimination  of  hazards  which  will  pre¬ 
vent  injuries  and  needless  loss  of  money  and 
time  to  employees  and  the  company. 

The  .design  of  the  poster  was  made  very 
plain,  concise,  and  to  the  point,  for  the  ob¬ 
vious  reason  that  workers  do  not  like  more 
served  to  them  than  the  “meat’*  of  the  sub¬ 
ject. 

Here  then  is  the  meat:  “It  pays  to  think 
safety.  Up  to  $92  in  prizes  each  year  for  one 
suggestion.  Fifty  dollars  for  the  best  sug¬ 
gestion  of  the  year;  $25  for  the  best  semi¬ 
annual  suggestion;  $15  for  the  best  sug¬ 
gestion  monthly ;  $2  for  each  suggestion 
accepted  by  the  Safety  Committee.  Let’s 
Go !  Drop  your  suggestions  in  the  box.” 

The  way  the  plan  works  is  simple.  Large 
boxes  14  inches  x  9  inches  constructed  like 
a  piano  box  with  the  opening  on  the  sloping 
side,  have  been  set  up  in  each  department. 
At  each  end  of  the  box  is  a  slot  to  carry 
suggestion  blanks.  Boxes  are  painted  fire 
engine  red,  lettered  “Safety  Suggestion 
Box”  in  white. 

Boxes  have  locks,  and  the  keys  remain  in 
the  office  of  the  safety  director.  Boxes  are 
emptied  weekly,  and  a  sub-committee  of  the 
safety  committee,  composed  of  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  mechanical,  trucking,  radio  and 
other  departments  reviews  these  sugges¬ 
tions.  The  five  to  ten  best  suggestions  in 


one  calendar  month  are  then  submitted  tt 
the  entire  safety  committee  at  their  regu)^ 
monthly  meeting.  The  best  is  selected  for 
the  $15  award.  There  are  no  “blanks”  in 
this  contest ;  everyone  whose  suggestion  it 
accepted,  whether  it  is  used  or  not,  receivet 
a  $2  award. 

The  next  step  consists  of  holding  out  the 
monthly  award  winners  for  six  months- 
then  the  best  suggestion  of  these  six  gets 
the  $25  award.  The  same  procedure  is  used 
for  the  second  six  months  of  the  year.  The 
final  contest  centers  on  the  two  semi-annual 
aw-ard  winenrs,  one  of  which  is  selected  as 
the  grand  prize  winner.  In  case  of  ties 
duplicate  prizes  are  awarded.

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PRINTING  OF 
ADMISSION  TICKETS 

★  Although  the  Federal  Government  has 
levied  a  tax  on  admissions  for  many  years 
and  certain  responsibilities  have  been  placed 
upon  the  printer  during  this  entire  period, 
because  of  many  changes  in  the  law  and 
regulations  there  is  considerable  confusion 
within  the  industry  as  to  printer’s  present 
responsibility. 

The  subject  can  be  divided  into  two  parts. 
First,  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  the 
printer  by  Statute  and  Regulations ;  and, 
second,  the  responsibilities  that  a  printer 
owes  to  his  customer. 

The  first  item  is  simple.  All  that  the  print¬ 
er  is  required  to  do  under  the  Statute  and 
Regulations  is  to  give  prompt  notice  to  the 
Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  of  the  district 
in  which  is  located  the  place  to  which  ad¬ 
mission  is  charged  of  (1)  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  person  to  whom  the  tickets  are 
furnished,  (2)  the  number  of  tickets  fur¬ 
nished,  and  (3)  proofs  or  samples  of  the 
tickets  themselves.  If  the  tickets  are  serial¬ 
ly  numbered,  the  notice  must  also  include  a 
statement  as  to  such  serial  numbers. 

The  second  item,  the  responsibilities  that 
a  printer  owes  to  his  customer,  is  not  quite 
so  simple.  While  theatres,  amusement  places, 
and  other  large  operators  understand  the 
regulations  pertaining  to  admission  taxes, 
the  average  Legionnaire,  committee  chair¬ 
man,  P.  T.  A.  president,  or  trade  associa¬ 
tion  executive  have  had  little  or  no  contact 


with  them.  It  is  therefore  necessary  fo, 
the  printer  to  advise  such  customers  fully 
to  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  the  regu¬ 
lations,  and  to  see  that  they  do  not  get  into 
trouble. 

The  more  important  general  features  fol. 
low : 

1.  The  amount  of  the  tax  for  admission 
to  any  place  is  Ic  for  each  5  or  major  fraction 
thereof  of  the  established  price  for  sucli 
admission. 

2.  The  tax  imposed  shall  be  paid  by  tht 
person  paying  for  such  admission. 

3.  There  are  no  exemptions  from  the 
tax,  except  that  a  municipal  government 
official  discharging  his  official  business  can 
be  admitted  without  payment  of  a  tax,  and 
children  under  12  can  be  admitted  without 
the  payment  of  tax  if  no  admission  is 
charged. 

Must  Show  Price 

4.  Each  ticket  must  contain  the  price  lor 
which  the  ticket  is  sold  and  the  amount  of 
tax  collected.  The  regulations  require  the 
use  of  the  following  or  equivalent  form; 

Established  price . $ 

Tax  paid . $ 

Total  . $ 

5.  If  the  affair  is  held  at  a  hotel,  club, 
or  other  place  where  a  meal  is  to  be  served, 
and  the  price  of  the  ticket  includes  the  cost 
of  a  meal  and  gratuities,  a  tax  need  only 
be  paid  on  that  part  of  the  cost  which  ex-

"In  your  April  1948  issue  of  the  Graphic 
Arts  Monthly  under  the  heading  'Sugges¬ 
tions  to  Sell  More  Printing'  by  P.  R.  Russell, 
we  find  your  publication  very  much  in  error 
by  quoting  that  a  post  card  check  is  'a 
real  1948  idea.'  In  1944,  28  magazines 
and  newspapers  publicized  the  Bondified 
Post  Card  Check,  which  was  created  by  our 
company  and  on  which  we  have  Federal 
copyrights  and  registrations  in  every  state 
in  the  Union.  A  copy  of  the  article  appear¬ 
ing  in  'Business  Week'  as  a  financial  edi¬ 
torial  is  enclosed  herewith. 

"Please  note  from  the  illustration  of  the 
Post  Card  Check  shown  that  two  of  the 
unusual  features  which  are  embodied  in 
protection  rights  and  registrations  are  the 
phrases  'Cancellation  of  postage  necessary 
before  payment'  and  'Pay  to  the  order  of 
addressee  on  other  side.'  Any  printer  print¬ 
ing  and  furnishing  a  check  in  post  card 
form  embodying  either  one  of  these 
phrases  or  the  mechanical  features  of  them 
is  in  violation  of  either  Federal  copyrights 
or  state  registrations  or  both. 

"It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  your 
article  by  your  Mr.  Russell  is  in  bad  faith 
and  exposes  your  reader  patrons  as  well 
as  others  to  the  possibility  of  violation  of 
those  protections  which  are  held  by  us.  We 
believe,  therefore,  that  you  should  print 
a  warning  to  your  reader  public  that  our 
form  is  copyrighted  and  state  registered 
and  that  we  do  intend  to  prosecute  any¬ 
body  that  violates  it."

LETTERHEADS, 
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by  Larston  D.  Farrar 


★  It’s  generally  agreed  by  economists  of  all 
shades — political  or  private — here  that  de¬ 
velopments  of  recent  xveeks  foretell  a  creep¬ 
ing  inflation,  but  just  hove  high  prices  will 
go  is  a  moot  point. 

Passage  of  Eiiropeati  Recovery  Program, 
a  new  round  of  wage  increases,  the  huge 
rearmament  program  and  continued  high 
farm  prices  all  mean  more  boom.  Whether 
of  not  these  factors  will  affect  the  gradually 
easing  paper  supply  is  another  question — the 
$64  question — facing  printers  and  pub¬ 
lishers. 

Odds  are  that  the  new  boom  zvill  affect 
paper,  both  the  price  and  the  supply.  It 
will  affect  other  factors  in  the  average 
print-shop’s  cost-sheet,  too.  Machinery  will 
be  harder  to  get  and  will  be  more  costly. 
Personal  services  of  all  kinds  will  go  up,  or, 
in  case  of  a  slackening  of  demand  through 
over-pricing,  hold  at  the  present  high  level. 

This  is  discouraging  news  to  many  printers 
and  publishers,  but  it’s  part  of  the  price 
everyone  is  having  to  pay  for  the  postwar 
readjustment  in  international  relations.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  may  not  be  too  great  a 
price  to  pay,  if  the  policies  being  followed 
in  the  international  field  pay  off. 

Shortly  before  the  new  “war”  talk  became 
so  pressing  as  to  make  Congress  put  into 
effect  what  amounts  to  a  wartime  munitions 
production  program  (considering  the  al¬ 
ready  almost-insatiable  domestic  consumer 
demand),  the  Department  of  Commerce  had 
announced  here  that  an  “orderly  readjust¬ 
ment  of  the  paper  market  to  a  return  of 
competitive  conditions”  seemed  assured. 
That  zvas  in  early  April,  but  it  was  out-of- 
date  before  it  hit  press  tables. 

But  that  was  the  situation  before  inflation 
began  to  creep  higher. 

The  Department’s  report  on  the  pulp  and 
paper  industry  declared  that  paper  mer¬ 
chants’  inventories,  in  general,  increased 
steadily  during  ’47,  and  that  “many  paper 
merchants,  who  a  month  or  two  ago  had 
expected  a  big  increase  in  orders  after  the 
seasonal  holiday  period  and  a  continuation 


of  a  seller’s  market,  are  reversing  themselves 
...  in  preparation  for  a  buyer’s  market.” 

W.  L.  Neubrech,  of  the  Forest  Products 
Section,  Office  of  Domestic  Commerce, 
pointed  out  that  “the  feeling  prevails  that 
as  competition  increases  in  other  commodity 
lines,  paper  will  enter  the  picture  even  more 
strongly  in  the  selling  of  such  products 
through  advertising  and  improved  pack¬ 
aging  ...” 

What  will  be  the  situation  now  is  any¬ 
body’s  guess.  But  it  would  be  wiser  to 
guess  that  all  kinds  of  supplies  are  going  to 
tighten  up  than  to  go  on  the  theory  that 
there  will  be  plenty  of  everything  a  little 
later.  Congress  isn’t  making  these  ap¬ 
propriations  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  cutting 
them  out  next  year.  A  much  larger  military 
establishment — with  all  the  complications 
it  brings  to  the  economy — now  is  a  matter 
of  settled  public  policy. 

The  Government  Printing  Office,  largest 
such  organication  in  the  world,  zvas  the 
Hrst  to  feel  the  results  of  the  nezv  “emer¬ 
gency”  policies. 

Instead  of  cutting  off  more  workers,  as 
it  has  been  doing  since  war’s  end,  the  GPO 
likely  will  be  taking  on  more  help.  Orders 
for  printing  from  the  new  Economic  Co¬ 
operation  Administration  (EC A),  from  the 
expanded  Air  Force  and  from  the  other 
branches  of  the  military,  plus  print  orders 
for  a  prospective  “draft,”  whether  it  ma¬ 
terializes  or  not,  are  keeping  the  GPO  on 
its  toes. 

John  J.  Deviny,  the  new  Public  Printer, 
as  a  matter  of  fact  was  looking  forward 
to  increased,  instead  of  decreased,  business 
almost  from  the  day  he  took  office.  He  had 
been  warned  in  advance  of  the  international 
tension  and  could  judge  that  it  would  cause 
him  plenty  of  sleeplessness. 

The  labor  situation — in  printing  and 
publishing  plants — will  get  tighter,  too,  as 
a  result  of  the  new  manpower  demands  of 
the  military  and  European  aid  program. 
Don’t  forget  that  an  additional  1,000,000 
industrial  zvorkers  will  be  needed  just  to 
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Sample  Kits  containing  imprinted  specimens,  blank  samples, 
suggested  retail  prices,  and  a  helpful  manual  of  sales  and  copy 
suggestions  will  be  ready  about  July  1.  Reserve  yours  todoy.

produce  the  goods  that  are  to  be  made  for 
these  programs  in  the  coming  year. 

Every  potential  munitions  job — whether 
in  a  munitions  plant  or  an  airplane  plant — 
is  that  much  more  of  a  drain  on  the  al¬ 
ready  scarce  labor  supply.  Youngsters  taken 
into  the  Army  and  Navy  can’t  be  taking  ap¬ 
prentice-training  to  be  printers,  or  any¬ 
thing  else  useful.  They’ll  be  learning  the 
techniques  of  war. 

All  this  Tvill  mean  more  demands  for 
higher  wages.  Maybe  not  right  away,  but 
certainly  within  six  months.  Closed  shop 
or  not,  if  printers  get  scarcer,  they’ll  get 
more  money.  A  monopoly  always  gets  higher 
prices — ^bricklayers,  for  example. 

It  could  all  add  up  to  plenty  of  trouble, 
unless  you  get  ready  for  it  in  every  possible 
way  in  advance. 

Add  higher  postal  costs  into  your  calcula¬ 
tions,  too,  for  they’re  bound  to  come,  al¬ 
though  the  mere  fact  that  there  is  to  be  an 
election  in  Noi’ember  may  stave  off  the  in¬ 
creases.* 

Postmaster  General  Jesse  Donaldson, 
whose  department  showed  a  deficit  of  al¬ 
most  $300,000,000  in  the  current  fiscal  year, 
frankly  has  dumped  the  whole  problem  into 
Congress’  lap,  by  making  recommendations 
that  would  put  the  Post  Office  back  “in  the 
black.” 

The  reconunendations,  made  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  Congress,  include  these  major 
points : 

1.  A  two-cent  postcard,  a  100  per  cent 
increase  over  the  present  penny  job.  Of 
more  than  two  and  a  half  billion  postcards 
used  last  year,  90  per  cent  were  for  adver¬ 
tising  and  similar  purposes. 

2.  Second-class  increases,  which  would 
fall  on  nationally  distributed  publications 
using  zone  rates.  There  would  be  no  in¬ 
crease  for  local  and  in-county  delivery,  or 
for  publications  of  non-profit,  fraternal,  re¬ 
ligious,  scientific  or  agricultural  groups. 

3.  A  virtual  50  per  cent  increase  in  rates 
on  bulk  direct-mail  advertising,  a  28.9  per 
cent  increase  on  bulk  catalogs  of  less  than 
24  pages,  a  33.3  per  cent  increase  on  circulars 
and  other  third  class  matter  and  a  50  per

4.  A  sharp  increase  in  parcel  post  rates  I  i

cent  scale.  Increases  would  be  in  order  for 
extra  pounds,  too. 

5.  New  cone  rates,  which  amount  to  a 
50  per  cent  increase,  on  large  catalogues 

6.  New  special  delivery  rates  starting  oj 
25  cents  per  letter.  A  mere  100  per  cent 
increase. 

7.  New  rates  on  money  orders,  postal 
notes,  special  handling,  registered  mail,  fo. 
sured  mail  and  C.  O.  D.  packages. 

Current  bills,  already  under  consideration 
in  Congress  for  postal  increases,  have  been 
bottled  up  in  the  Rules  Committee  (in  the 
House)  and  in  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Post  Office  and  Civil  Service. 

Important  increases  aren’t  too  likely  this 
year — but  get  ready  for  them  next  Spring, 
by  all  means.  Everything’s  going  up,  so 
how  can  a  penny  postcart  hold  its  value? 

One  thing  that  is  low,  according  to 
Uncle  Sam,  is  paper  money.  That’s  because 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Print¬ 
ing,  an  arm  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
has  been  finding  it  more  and  more  difficult 
to  obtain  enough  plate  printers. 

For  the  remainder  of  this  year,  present  8 
plate  printers  will  work  every  Saturday  to  | 
print  an  additional  20,000,000  sheets  of 
paper  money. 

Currently,  there  are  in  circulation  some 
2,949,000,000  pieces  of  paper  money,  having 
a  total  value  of  $28,000,000,000.  Oddly 
enough,  there  are  more  $100  bills  in  circula¬ 
tion — 52,000,000  of  them — than  there  are 
$2  bills,  of  which  there  are  40,000,000. 

There  are  463,000,000  five-dollar  bills 
kicking  around,  669,000,000  ten-dollar  bills, 
474,000,000  twenty-dollar  bills,  and  1,197,- 
000,000  one-dollar  bills  in  the  hands  of 
Americans.  Got  your  share? 

Augustus  E.  Giegengack,  recently-re¬ 
signed  head  of  the  Government  Printing 
Office  and  one  of  the  nation’s  best-known 
printing  executives,  now  consultant  to  the 
Equity  Group  of  Investment  Company,  has 
started  a  year-long  survey  of  the  printing 
industry  to  learn  what  typical  companies  * 
need  in  the  way  of  new  equipment. 

His  group,  an  investment  enterprise, 
plans  to  study  the  graphic  arts  industry  in 
all  its  phases  and,  wherever  it  finds  that  a 
profitable  investment  is  likely,  will  step  in. 

The  printing  industry,  he  said,  currently

Business  Briefs :  The  proposed  GOP  cuts 
in  the  Department  of  Commerce  budget 
slated  to  cut  the  Census  Bureau’s  Census  of 
Manufacturers  in  half,  hasn’t  caused  a  single 
businessman  to  complain  to  him,  Senator 
Joseph  Ball  (K.-Minn.)  told  a  Congressional 
committee  .  .  .

The  former  Public  Printer,  who  served 
Uncle  Sam  14  years,  is  confident  that  the 
printing  industry  will  welcome  the  Equity 
Group,  which  he  described  as  representing 
the  first  such  group  ever  formed  with  “in¬ 
centive,  money,  research  talent.’’ 

.4  wartime  secret,  xvorked  out  in  the  hush- 
hush  laboratories  of  the  National  Bureau  of 
Standards  here,  one  day  may  go  a  long 
7cay  toward  relieving  this  nation’s  present 
dependence  on  Canada  for  iiezvsprint  and 
other  paper  supplies. 

One  paper  company  already  is  preparing 
to  take  advantage  of  the  bureau’s  wartime 
discoveries,  and,  as  the  research  becomes 
industrywide  property,  others  are  expected 
to  do  the  same  thing. 

Dr.  Charles  G.  Weber,  senior  technologist 
in  the  bureau’s  paper  section,  perfected  the 
research  when  U.  S.  armed  services,  early 
in  World  War  II,  discovered  that  the  paper 
on  which  military  mai>s  were  printed  was 
not  good  enough.  It  wasn’t  very  strong 
and  it  went  to  pieces  in  water — a  quality 
especially  embarrasing  to  the  Navy. 

Weber  and  his  staff  went  to  work  on 
synthetic  resins  which  would  both  strength¬ 
en  and  waterproof  paper.  He  succeeded,  and 
recently  was  awarded  a  letter  of  commenda¬ 
tion  by  the  War  Department. 

The  synthetic  resins — useful  in  war — 
will  be  of  value  in  enabling  papermakers  to 
substitute,  in  a  great  measure,  hardwoods 
for  softwoods  in  paper  manufacture.  At 
present,  paper  is  about  25  per  cent  hard¬ 
wood  fibre  and  75  per  cent  softwood  fibre, 
the  latter  providing  most  of  the  strength. 
Most  U.  S.  timber  stocks  are  hardwood,  and, 
of  course,  manufacturers  of  paper  depend  on 
Canada’s  huge  softwood  reserves. 

The  beauty  of  Weber’s  resins  is  that  they

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Purchase  of  Goudy’s  Home 
Makes  Dramatic  Story 

★  Deepdene,  the  Frederic  W.  Goudy  home 
at  Marlborough,  N.  Y.,  which  was  put  up 
for  auction  on  April  17  (see  page  114,  April, 
1948  GAM),  was  purchased  as  a  “printers’ 
shrine’’  by  Ralph  C.  Coxhead,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  the  Ralph  C.  Coxhead  Corpora¬ 
tion,  manufacturer  of  the  Vari-Typer  com¬ 
posing  machine. 

The  story  relative  to  the  purchase  is 
dramatic,  and  sounds  like  fiction. 

Because  the  white-frame,  seventeen-room 
house,  known  as  Deepdene,  has  been  the 
scene  of  much  of  the  work  of  the  late  Fred¬ 
eric  W.  Goudy  and  his  wife,  Bertha,  who 
died  a  few  years  before  him,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frederic  T.  Goudy,  son  and  daughter-in- 
law  of  the  designer,  were  loath  to  part  with 
the  farmhouse  except  that  it  be  preserved 
as  a  shrine.  However,  they  were  compelled 
to  put  up  the  property  for  auction,  even 
though  nobody  came  forward  until  the  last 
minute  to  encourage  them. 

At  10  :00  a.m.  of  the  day  of  the  auction, 
Mr.  Coxhead,  reading  in  New  York  City 
the  New  York  Times,  saw  the  news  story 
about  the  auction  and  the  abandonment  of 
hope  on  the  part  of  the  son  and  wife  that 
the  home  might  be  purchased  by  one  who 
would  help  preserve  it  as  a  shrine.  Mr. 
Coxhead  immediately  decided  to  buy  the 
property  and  set  out  by  automobile  for 
Marlborough  after  asking  his  wife  to  phone 
the  type  designer’s  daughter-in-law  to  de¬ 
lay  bidding  on  the  house  until  he  arrived 
there. 

The  first  bid  for  the  house  was  made  by  a 
woman  who  wanted  it  as  a  summer  board¬ 
ing  house.  She  offered  $8,000.  Mr.  Coxhead 
bid  $10,000  and  then  the  bidding  was  brisk 
until  Mr.  Coxhead’s  offer  of  $18,000  got  the 
property  for  him. 


was  planning  to  keep  the  house  as  a  shrine!

His  inti-  f 
mate  knowledge  of  Goudy  and  his  life’s  am¬ 
bitions  make  him  the  logical  person  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  work  Goudy  had  never  finished. 

Mr.  Raak  will  take  up  both  his  residence  I 
and  workshop  activities  at  the  new  ‘school’ 
and  add  to  his  staff  such  young  men  and  y 
women  who  show  unmistakable  aptitudes  in 
type  designing.

Vandercook  Block  Leveller 

★  A  new,  high  speed  precision  block  leveller 
will  soon  be  put  into  production  by  Vander¬ 
cook  &  Sons,  Inc.,  proof  press  manufac¬ 
turers  of  Chicago,  according  to  a  statement 
just  received  from  E.  O.  Vandercook,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company. 

This  latest  addition  to  the  Vandercook 
line — which  has  been  officially  designated 
as  the  No.  12 — will  accommodate  plates  up 
to  12x18  inches  in  size,  and  plane  not  only 
wood,  but  aluminum,  magnesium  and  plas¬ 
tics  as  well. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  a  faster  machine, 
Vandercook’s  new  block  leveller  has  been 
designed  to  operate  at  a  cutting  speed  of 
100  lineal  inches  per  minute,  and  double 
this  speed  (or  200  lineal  inches  per  minute) 
when  reversed  to  its  starting  position.  In 
terms  of  production,  this  means  that  a 
maximum  sized  plate  of  12x18  inches  would 
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it  possible  to  correct  warped  wood  mount¬ 
ing  material  by  first  planing  the  block  with 
neutral  clamping  and  then  planing  the  other 
side  with  the  clamps  exerting  a  down  pull. 

Raising  or  lowering  the  cutter  head  to  the 
desired  thickness  is  controlled  by  a  wheel 
located  within  arm’s  length  of  the  operator. 
Accuracy  in  making  adjustments  of  the  cut¬ 
ter  head  is  controlled  by  an  eye  level  indi¬ 
cator  located  just  above  the  wheel  and 
graduated  in  ".001". 

Standard  equipment  includes  a  vacuum 
exhaust  system  for  removing  both  metal  and 
wood  shavings,  and  depositing  them  into  an 
easily  emptied  container.  The  machine 
measures  3  ft.  x  ft.  A  3  h.p.  motor  is 


re<iuired  to  operate  the  cutter,  and  a  h.p 
motor  for  the  exhaust  system. 

One  of  the  new  No.  12  Vandercook 
Block  Levellers  will  be  on  display  at  the 
Vandercook  Display  Room,  630  South  Dear- 
born  Street,  Chicago,  in  the  near  future. 

Fairchild  Engraving  Machine 

★  The  Fairchild  Camera  and  Instrument 
Corporation’s  revolutionary  new  direct 
photo-electric  engraving  machine,  developed 
after  many  years  of  experimentation,  is  now 
being  used  in  a  number  of  newspaper  plants 
in  the  New  York  metropolitan  area,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  announcement  by  the  company. 

First  installations  are  being  made  within 
easy  travel  distance  of  the  Fairchild  factory 
at  Jamaica,  Queens,  so  they  can  be  con¬ 
stantly  checked  by  engineers,  but  the  com¬ 
pany  expects  deliveries  in  production  quan¬ 
tities  soon  to  newspapers  in  a  widened  area, 
as  its  service  organization  is  built  up.  In 
due  time  the  machines  will  be  available 
throughout  the  world  in  all  divisions  of  the 
graphic  arts  industry. 

The  first  public  showing  of  the  machine 
was  in  the  offices  of  the  Bergen  Evening 
Record  at  Hackensack,  where  reporters  saw 
one-column  newspaper  engravings  made  in 
3  minutes,  40  seconds,  automatically  on  plas¬ 
tic  plates,  by  one  man  and  without  chemi¬ 
cals,  cameras  and  other  equipment  in¬ 
volved  in  engraving  under  the  conventional 
process. 

First  envisioned  a  century  ago  with  a 
crude  model,  the  direct  engraver,  as  de¬ 
veloped  to  speed  1948’s  photo  in  progress 
from  the  cameraman  to  the  printed  page,  is 
an  outgrowth  of  an  idea  by  Walter  Howey, 
Hearst  editor.  Mr.  Howey  hit  upon  the 
basic  principle — the  idea  that  by  scanning 
a  photo  print  by  means  of  a  photo-electric

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cell,  the  oscillation  of  a  metal  stylus,  with  * 
a  V-shaped  point,  might  be  controlled  so 
that  when  the  scanning  unit  was  looking  at 
a  light  area  the  stylus  would  cut  deeply 
thus  removing  a  proportionately  large 
amount  of  the  printing  surface ;  and,  when 
the  scanning  unit  was  looking  at  a  dark 
area,  the  penetration  would  be  proportion¬ 
ately  less,  so  that,  conversely,  the  stylus 
would  remove  less  printing  area. 

Before  the  complete  perfection  of  Mr. 
Howey’s  invention,  George  Washington,  Jr., 
of  the  G.  Washington  coffee  family,  de¬ 
veloped  a  device  for  accomplishing  the  same 
things  in  plastic  by  a  single  instead  of  a 
double  operation.  But  his  basic  idea  was 
the  same  as  Mr.  Howey’s,  and  therefore  in 
patent  conflict,  so  the  Fairchild  corporation 
acquired  the  patent  rights  to  both  ma¬ 
chines  and  started  a  long-term  development 
which  has  resulted  in  the  new  photo-electric 
engraver. 

Involving  optics,  electronics,  electricity 
and  mechanics,  the  Fairchild  instrument, 
according  to  the  announcement,  is  never¬ 
theless  so  simple  that  good  halftones  can  be 
produced  by  any  operator  after  a  few  houn’ 
instruction.  There  is  no  requirement  of 
great  skill  or  craftsmanship,  as  the  con¬ 
trols  are  adjusted  in  respect  to  actual  tone 
values  of  the  subject  to  be  reproduced  and 
they  remain  unchanged  throughout  the  en¬ 
graving  process.  Other  distinct  advantages 
of  the  Fairchild  machine  in  comparison  with 
the  normal  process  of  halftone  engraving  in¬ 
clude  the  fact  that  the  instrument’s  op¬ 
eration  requires  no  photographic  or  etching 
materials  and  it  is  unaffected  by  climatic 
conditions.  The  halftone  screen  printing 
plate  is  produced  on  plastic  material,  suit¬ 
able  for  direct  letterpress  printing  and  from 
flat  or  curved  stereotypes,  and  the  product’s 
quality  compares  very  favorably  with  plates 
made  by  the  standard  photo -chemical  pro¬ 
cess.  The  machine,  as  now  being  manufac¬ 
tured,  does  not  make  line  cuts,  and  produces 
only  65-screen  newspaper  halftones. 

In  appearance  the  Fairchild  photo-electric 
engraver  resembles  picture  transmitting  and 
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receiving  equipment  or  a  small  scrcw-cut 
ting  lathe  of  reasonable  precision.  Its  nuis'  • 
tenance  and  operation  are  also  similar^ 
those  required  by  such  a  lathe.  There  ait 
two  rotating  cylinders  and  two  carriage 
capable  of  being  fed  at  a  fixed  rate  abn, 
the  length  of  the  cylinder.  To  begin  tn- 
graving,  a  positive  photographic  print 
cropped  or  projected  to  the  size  of  the  en¬ 
graving  desired,  is  attached  to  the  right- 
hand  cylinder.  There  it  is  scanned  by  the 
photo-electric  cell,  contained  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  optical  system  in  a  housmg  juat 
above  that  cylinder.  On  the  other  cylinder 
a  sheet  of  suitable  plastic  is  fastened,  while 
on  the  carriage  adjacent  is  mounted  the  en¬ 
graving  cutterhead.  This  consists  of  a 
heated  stylus,  ground  to  a  pyramid  point, 
and  driven  by  a  magnetic  armature  so  h 
penetrates  the  plastic  burning  small  pyra- 
mid -shaped  depressions  in  the  surface. 

The  scanning  system  and  cutterhead  are 
connected  by  a  simple  electronic  ampli¬ 
fication  system  so  that  the  depths  of  the 
depressions  formed  in  the  surface  of  the 
plastic  correspond  to  the  light  and  shade 
of  the  photographic  print  scanned.  By 
synchronizing  frequency  of  oscillation,  the 
line  advance  of  the  cutterhead  carriage,  and 
the  rpm  of  the  cylinders,  plus  back-spacing  , 
one-half  a  dot  space  for  each  line  advance, 
the  conventional  45 -degree  dot  pattern  is 
produced. 

The  engraving,  as  completed,  is  trimmed 
on  what  is  approximately  an  ordinary  print 
trimmer,  scrubbed  under  clear  water, 
mounted  on  wood  or  metal,  and  is  ready  for 
use  in  the  form.  The  useful  area  is  S^xlO*. 

An  engraving  of  the  maximum  size  can 
be  completed  in  approximately  18  min¬ 
utes,  since  linear  travel  of  the  carriage  is 
more  than  per  minute.  This  means  that  i 
to  make  a  1 -column  cut,  whether  it  is  1*  ' 
or  8"  deep,  only  3  minutes,  40  seconds  are 
required.  And,  of  course,  a  number  of  pic¬ 
tures  can  be  ganged  on  the  scanning  cylinder 
and  cut  at  one  time,  provided  the  tonal 
keys  are  reasonably  close.

★  I’reliniiiiary  results  of  a  survey  of  paper 
tliscouut  practices  throughout  the  country 
were  released  April  20  by  Printing  Industry 
of  America.  They  reveal  that  the  industry 
has  been  partially  successful  in  regaining 
the  2  per  cent  discount  rate  for  prompt 
payment  which  was  lowered  to  I  per  cent  by 
the  nation’s  paper  merchants  last  Sep. 
tember. 

According  to  Donald  L.  Boyd  of  Hunting- 
ton,  W.  Va.,  president  of  the  association 
out  of  the  46  cities  which  are  major  printing 
centers,  20  have  either  retained  the  tradi¬ 
tional  2  per  cent  discount  for  prompt  pay. 
ment  or  returned  to  it  after  previously 
changing  to  1  per  cent.  '  lii  this  group  a  few 
of  the  cities  retained  the  2  per  cent  for 
prompt  payment  but  shortened  the  payment 
period  as  a  compromise.  Cities  where  all 
or  most  merchants  are  now  on  a  2  per  cent 
basis  include;  Chicago;  Columbia,  S.  C.; 
Kansas  City;  Memphis;  Miami;  Omaha; 
Raleigh,  N.  C. ;  Richmond;  St.  Paul. 

Cities  where  the  situation  is  divided  be¬ 
tween  2  per  cent  and  1  per  cent  but  with 
a  substantial  part  of  the  paper  merchants 
back  on  2  per  cent  include;  Dayton;  De 
troit;  Fort  Worth  ;  Los  Angeles  ;  .\ashville; 
Racine ;  Spokane. 

In  Atlanta,  Hartford,  Philadelphia,  and 
St.  Louis  most  merchants  are  on  the  1  pei 
cent  basis,  with  only  a  few  of  the  larger 
merchants  still  on  the  former  2  per  cent 
rate. 

A  recent  survey  in  New  York  by  the 
New  York  Employing  Printers  Association 
revealed  that  most  discounts  are  officiallj 
on  the  1  per  cent  basis  but  that  some  printers 
are  still  obtaining  the  2  per  cent  discount 
privately.  At  least  51  of  the  400  paper  mer¬ 
chants  in  New  York  are  either  operating
